By Way of contrast, how pitiful that another mother, whose children frequent the 
divorce courts now and then, and racketeer big incomes one way or another because Dad 
is Pres, and mother the First Lady, who in turn has lectured at charity benefits where 
she took away not only all the gross take but forced sponsors to dig up the deficit out 
of their own pockets, with charities getting nothing, and who advises young girls to 
drink to get drunk, has sponsored what have claimed to be "peace" organizations. Yes, 
for "peace" only until Godless bloody Red Russia goes to war. Yes, on 7-5-41, Mrs.Roos¬ 
evelt's friends, the Communist American Youth Congress, nith 800 delegates meeting at 
Philadelphia (where Lindbergh was denied a hall), passed a resolution pledging full sup¬ 
port to the British and the Russians - with but 10 dissenting votes - at that 7th annual 
convention.

HENRY FORD, et al. Controlled press ballyhoos day after day typical Uinchell- 
ite "smears" of those who maintain the world as well as USA stand to gain more by USA 
staying out of present war.

3City, the hdqtrs. of the Jewish Infonaation Bureau, which incidentally, in Jewish N.Y. 
u TIMES 7-27-41, announces that there are so many Jewish "refugees" in USA now, that this 
>iBureau is going to compile a "WHO'S WHO" of such "refugees". I hope they do so we can 
remind you how many Americans have been displaced by such "refugees". Wonder if they 
N will dare list such "refugees" on Govt jobs? 

5 Arrogance of Organized Jewry-Inti.Finance, as it feels that its '"Y'ictory" is 
^ near (whan it will have enslaved the entire world thru military-econamic-political dic-

Also reproduces excerpts from publica¬ 
tions of Col.E.N. Sanctuary and Robt. Edw. Edmondson. In a box in lower righthand comer 
you read: "America’s little Hitlers have stamped Henry Ford with their unqualified ap¬ 
proval. He has been eulogized in a majority of the 300 regular Nazi publications in 
the United States..." 

Of the 9 publications-publishers above (far cry from 300 - they used to claim there 
were over 800), at least 3 are no longer, i.e., LIBERATION and INDUSTRIAL CONTROL RE¬ 
PORTS (Jas.True) extinct, while Edmondson hasn’t published anything for about a year. 

On p.30 of that "smear" magazine it lists 17 publications-publishers who MUST be STOP¬ 
PED: "The Right Cause Publ.Co., Chicago,Ill.; The Pyramid Book Shop, Houston,Texas; 

V v the American Publ.Society, Seattle,Wash.; VAn.IXidley Pelley, Indianapolis, Ind. (ROLL- 
* iSALL); N. W«Rogers. Tcmpkins Corners, N.Y.; Gerald B.Winrod, Wichita.Kas. (DEFENDER); 

■* he Anglo-Saxon Federation, Haverhill, Mass. (Howard Rand - DESTINY); Wm.Kullgren, 
Atascadero,Calif. (THE BEACON LIGHT); Col.E.N.Sanctuary. NewYorkCity; Robt,Edw.Edmond¬ 
son. Stoddartsville, Penna. (old address); the CHRISTIAN TREE PRESS, G3.endale, Calif.; 
krs.L.Fry. Los Angeles, Calif, (hasn’t been there for over year); NATIONALIST PRESS, 
NewYorkCity; Mrs.Livingston Schuyler. NewYorkCity; Pete Stahrenberg. NewYorkCity; 
Charles 3.Hudson. Omaha, Nebr. (AMERICA IN DANGERi, - THE OCTOPUS, PLANNED ECONOMY); 
Elizabeth Pilling. Chicago, Ill. (THE RED NETWORK, ROOSEVELT RED RECORD, Sd. Table Ltrs.) 


I don’t know whether first 3 named above exist or not, but the CHRISTIAN FREE PRESS 
been out of existence for 2 years, and Mrs.Fry, its editor, hasn’t gotten out anything 
since the book PLANNED ECONOMY (with its 3 large charts proves the interlocking nation¬ 
al and international Jewish financial-political-military control) in 1939 (I have a few 
copies at 01 each). Judge Rogers, Col.Sanctuary, and Mrs.Schuyler only infrequently 
put out limited printings of folders or pamphlets, while Stahrenberg nor Edmondson are 
publishing anything now. So, that leaves only Pelley, Winrod, Rand (allegedly supported 
by Cameron, whom Ford MUST fire), Kullgren, Dilling and myself, of the once claimed 800 
"Nazis" that Ford MUST stopl Incidentally, I have never had as much as a postage stamp 
from eilher Ford or Cameron. The output of above few free-lance writers-publishers is 
but the tiniest drop in the bucket compared with the outpourings controlled by Organiz¬ 
ed Jewry-Intl.Finance. How Satan and his gangs fear TRUTH.’ Surely, if what we few put 
out is not the TRUTH, with all the liars in the world from higi places on down, why does 
OJ-IF bolher about us? How significant it was the Jewish-named Naft, a Nihilist, whose 
article listing most of us as being the first to be clamped in concentration camps, ap¬ 
peared in 5-29-41 issue of the CONCRESSIONAL RECORD, (see B#267). How interesting 
that the murderer Dr.J.Frank Norris’s FUNDAMENTALIST 7-25-41 front-pages that things 
will happen faster and faster as America gets deeper into the war - "Look out then for 
all the Hitlerites;" - the FBI will get ’em.’

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minister (see THE OCTOHJS) spews his hate against Mrs,Dillirftr (and her friends) in words 
like these: "One of the principal ones (Hitlerites), whose connections are now well 
known, one that Senator Class called 'A fish wife’ - and she was convicted of ’disorder¬ 
ly conduct* (referring to trumped up arrests at Washington in Febr. when she was leader 
of MOTHERS CRUSADE against dictatorship-war Bill H.R.1776) - raved like a maniac in a 
padded cell - she is out with one of her characteristic sewer rat circulars , screaming 
that 'somebody is trying to crush my work* - 'against my platform', et cetera, ad fini- 
tum, ad nauseauml This great 'patriot*, along with same Nazi co-conspirators whom she 
is associated with, has now been thoroughly unmasked, and those who had paid attention 
to her ebulitions and execrations, have long since found that she frames any concoction 
a la Joseph Qoebbels. This ’patriot's* connections has now become so well known, that 
there is not a church of any consequence who would admit her further 'patriotic* fulmin- 
ations in her writings on Anti-Semitism...." And that Dr.Norris claims to have larg¬ 
est Baptist church and Sunday School in the USA1 His tirade against Mrs.Billing et al 
includes this gem: (a supposed follower of Christ): "In this the greatest crisis in Am¬ 
erican history, there is but one course, and only one course - ' 100 per-cent all out 
for Britain. Before the "control" got him, Dr.Norris used to herve Mrs.Dilling in 
his churches, and used to condemn the NUDEAL, the CIO, the Communists, as well as Nazis. 
And, after a trip thru Europe, he published many kind words about the Nazis he now hates. 

In re concentration camps, the 6-5-41 PATRIOT (London), Just received, cover edit¬ 
orial "THE LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT AGAIN" tells how the High Court of Justice finally on 
5-27-41 handed down a judgnent, releasing a Capt.Budd, who had been Jailed for 11 months 
without charges , notwithstanding his record as officer in WorldWarl was honorable, that 
he was on 75# disability pension for life, yet had been accepted back into the Army in 
1939 when he had ceased any connections with the British Union of Fascists. Editorial 
comments: ".. Mr.Justice Humphreys gave it as his opinion that no sufficient care and 
attention were paid to Capt.Budd's individual case by the Home Secretary. Seeing the 
powers which Parliament has conferred on the Home Secy, that is about as strong an in¬ 
dictment of the Home Office action as could be made, and must add to the grave doubts 
which already exist as to the wisdom of granting the present powers of detention (ar¬ 
rest and jailing) without much greater safeguards than at present exist. It cannot be 
forgotten that Mr.Morrison. in his position for carrying out these Defence Regulations, 
has been termed * a complete dictator * in Parliament, where it has also been stated as a 
fact that on no fewer than 55 occasions has he differed from the recommendations of the 
Advisory Committees, and men have been detained (Jailed) on his sole responsibility. .." 

This is what we can expect from £jew LaOhardla. similarly placed Socialistic "dic¬ 
tator" in USA, whose most recent tactic to impress war-oonsciousness upon the people 
was the aluminum racket-collection-drive, and prior to that his ordering State Sheriffs 
to stop autos on highways on July 4 so that you had to listen to der furher FDR whether 
you wanted to or not. Reminds that when a man-on-the-street radio announcer let an an¬ 
swerer express freely about this racket and that such pots and pans cannot build planes, 
that announcer was criticized for not "stopping" the speaker, and a good part of that 
radio program the next day (first of the drive) was devoted to ballyhoo for the drive, 
with the American Legion official speaker intimating that anyone who did not heed this 
opportunity for displaying "unity", was a "5th Columnist". 

Reminds also, that both the U.S.Bureau of Mines and the So.Dak.State Geological 
Survey claim that So.Dakota alone has 30,000 square miles, up to 1,000 feet deep, of un¬ 
touched bauxite - enuf to make all the aluminum we oould use in yearsl Other valuable 
minerals, manganese, tin, tungsten, beryllium, etc. also for sane reason have never been 
permitted to be developed in So.Dak. Isn't it because Organized Jewry-Inti.Finance that 
controls mining rackets worldwide prefer to produce such at slave labor in Africa,Asia, 
and So.America, selling to USA at high prices? And imagine Wm.S.Knudsen. OBfl director, 
and F.H.LaOuardia . Civilian Defense director, mere FDR-appointees, telling cities they 
couldn't sell the aldminum scrap locally, even if they desired to use the money for 
patriotic purposes! Imagine Jewish Leon Henderson, "price control" czar, demanding the 
auto industry to cut down its production 50#1 Dictatorship by decrees and degrees.'!i 

That tecknique of "dictatorship by decrees and degrees" seen in Senate's approval 
of that property seizure bill after only one day’s debate on 7-22-41, to be followed by 
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expected approval this week of extending service of DRAFTiSiS, and then to declare an 
emergency which will put full force of dictatorship into effect. Only chance to'kill 
these 3 vicious warmongering-dictatorship bills is in the House of Representati ves. 

In that connection, AIuSRICA FIRST COM. sponsors special trains to Washington so chat 
protesters can call on Congressmen and let them know that all polls todate show that 
from 70 % to over 90% of voters axe against USA going to war on side of Britain. AMER¬ 
ICAN WOMiN of NewYorkCity sending out postcards asking recipients to write FDR, Senators 
and Congressmen, and then to make copies to be sent on to at least 2 other women - to 
do likewise. An endless chain ideal A Minnesota faim-wife says farm shortage forcing 
them to work 12 to 16 yr. old boys in fields; that when local RR Agent couldn't furnish 
junk-dealer a car, that Jew threatened him with loss of his job, and sure enuf the Agfc. 
got a letter telling him to take care of Mr. Jew or lose his job. Priorities - eh??? 

Reminding that the MOUhiRS OF SONS FORUIvi, 3757 Woodburn Ave., Cincinnati, 0. is¬ 
sued "P-S !| - A post-script to the News bulletin No.l 7-4-41 which climaxed with: "... 
Protest against proposed extension of the training period for DRAFTEES. Denounce vigor¬ 
ously any legislation that will permit the sending of DRAFTEES out of the Americas. 
Canad ian draftees are not sent out of Canada. .. Are our American boys less precious than 
these? Are they forever to be used as pack horse for Britain's folly? Write to to. 
Taft, et al.. WRITEJ \/RITE.’ WRITE.’ Keep yourBelf in. readiness to march on Wash i ngto n. 
.... YOU NEVER PUT OVER WHAT YOU PUT OFF." 

I am proud to wear a small white button, with Christian CROSS outlined in Red, 
overprinted in blue: "KEEP - AMERICA - CHRISTIAN". Patriotic lawyer designed and puts 
them out. If you desire get in touch with him, write me. Reminds that a fine Christ¬ 
ian soldier boy writes that just a few feet away from his Camp is a dirty tavern in 
which 15-yr.old girls lollygag in laps of drunken soldiers, enticing them to entfer side 
rooms at 50^ per. Was it "planned that way" (see Bj,-274) that such boys have to go only 
a few steps from that dive to get prophylactic treatment in the Army Hospital? Yes, 
there are many reasons why FDR don't want the DRAFTEES to go home this winter. 

That tecknique of "dictatorship by decrees and degrees" likewise applied in war¬ 
mongering tactics abroad. Witness 7-26-41 FDR calling out armed forces in Phillipines^ 
about 75,000 Filipinos, following 7-25-41 British and USA joint freezing of Japanese 
assets. Then, following expected retaliation by Japan freezing American assets in Jap¬ 
an and gaining ^86,000,000 in the deal (just another way by which we have been supply¬ 
ing Japan about 60% of her war materials, altho some say we are at war with Germany 
Japan's partner), note that on 7-27-41 the Soviet Russia controlled Genl.Kai-shek is re¬ 
ported as having granted USA and Britain permission to use Chinese air bases. If we 
do, American airmen will be killed, and we'll be in the war, furnishing the excuse for 
clamping on full military-economic-dictatorship. Then, in about 60 days, a fake peace 
will be touted, with USA demanding aleading role a6 per acting Seoy of State Sumner 
Welles speech of 7-22-41, who, while bluffing that "there can be no peace until the 
Hitler Govt of Germany has been finally and utterly destroyed", proposes another Jewish 
League of Nations - the same plan and bait that Pres.Wilson fell for.

Information has been received from an unknown outside 
source, dated June 7, 1941 at New York, New York, to the effect 
that "Tha^fiour" reports that Charles B. Hudson, editor of the ant: 
Semitic news-letter, America in Danger, has been, for sometime, 
voicing his dissatisfaction with ouf farm of government. 


It was reported that untilrecently, his disgust with 
democracy was expressed in theoretical terms. He denounced all 
democratic principles and praised every fascist trend. Now, however, 
he feels that statements of ideology are insufficient, and he is 
calling for action. In the last issue of his publication, he urges 
that our government be overthrown, like Esther Coughlin, he conceeds 
that "Civil War" may be necessary. But this, he points out, is a 
minor consideration. The main thing is to topple the government, 
and according to Hudson, no exploit could be more patriotic. He 
states as follows: 


"Yes, when we crusade to save the Christian Constitutional 
Representative REPUBLIC of our Founding Fathers, we are not 
revolting — no more than Lincoln did. The usurpers now 
in power in the (not our) Administration, are the ones who 
revolted away from our Govt 'of the people, by the people, 
and for the people . 1 Those NUDEALers are the real traitors1 
They are the Benedict Arnolds! The 'real 5 th Column* is 
already entrenched at Washington. They must be ousted — 
peaceably or otherwise!"

It 
is a speech made by Fish in Congress on April 21, in which the Congressman condemns 
Pres.Roosevelt’s foreign policies and condones those of the Ads governments..• It is 
only natural that Charles B.Hudson should want to publicize the views of Repr.Fish, 
since Fifth Columnists are in unanimous agreement that Fish’s opinions should reach 
the widest possible sudience. Fish has won their admiration and support by his con¬ 
sistent pro-fascist stand. American Quislings know he is one man they can depend on." 

Obviously it is a lie that Repr.Fish or I "condone the policies of the Axis gov¬ 
ernments". Today, to be pro-American earns one the title "5th Columnist". THE HOUR 
would be surprised how many thousands of CONGR.RECORD reprints we get out. THE HOUR 
8-2-41 "smears" Repr.John E. Rankin. ex-Congr.John C.Shafer, and Sen.Robt.Reynolds. 
labelling them "anti-Semitic", "pro-fascist", and "5th Columnists", and is quite put 
out that Sen.Reynolds is now Cbmn of important'Ccsn. on Military Affairs, and vexed 
because all 3 are against USA going to war overseas for Organized Jewry-Intl.Finance. 

Instead of WORLD-HERALD advocating a congressional investigation of American 
Congressmen now using their franking privilege to get facts to voters, it might well 
use its influence to help Senators Clark (of Mo.) and Nye get action on their S.Res.

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national unity. He muu-fc know that the good Americans «, /Hollywood can turn out as 
strongly as the bums and the other subversive elements turned out for Mr.Lindb ergh." 

With all this "draft" effort, only about 15,000 heard V/lllkie. whereas between 
40,000 and 50,000 turned out without any ballyhooed or "lose your job if you don't" 
pressure being exerted, to hear Lindbergh, ind about 150 picketed that Willkie meet¬ 
ing, with many press flashlight pictures taken of sigiifleant posters carried by 
Christian Americans, but press didn't use them and was strangely silent on affair.

V 
stands for the end of .American constitutional govt when two men (Jew FDR and part-Jew 
Churchill) can meet on a British battleship and decide the fate of the world..

right of the people to keep and bear anas shall not be infringed", and, of sufficient 
character to have a higjh regard for the sacredness of taking an oath."

» groundwork in Christian principles, to become penetrated by political and evil influ¬ 
ences. The education most sorely needed in this country is in Christianity, which ha 3 
) been so largely driven out of the life of the nation by political considerations, with 
^the ill effects after forty years which are now visible. The signatories to the declar¬ 
ation recognized this in their concluding suggestions for such Govt action either by ad¬ 
ministration or by legislation as shall 

"(1) Make it possible for every school to have upon its staff teachers capable and 
willing to give instruction in religious knowledge and supervise and lead in religious 
exercises, securing at the same time that freedom of conscience for teachers, parents, 
and children which is at present their right: 

"(2) Provide that religious knowledge be made an optional subject in training col¬ 
leges, and in the examination for the teacher's certificate; 

"(3) Secure that every day the work of the school shall include a service of united 
worship; 

"(4) Provide that text-books or syllabuses of Christian education shall be prepared 
by a united and representative body for use in schools wherever acceptable; 

"(5) Provide that Kis Majesty inspectors shall he authorized to inspect the religi¬ 
ous education in any schools where this is desired by the local education authority or 
by the managers or governors of the school. 

"As a matter of fact, no freedom of conscience need he imperilled by the employmer 
of the clergy from all denominations, in thl6 religious education, for which they ar<* 
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certainly better equip a -aan the ordinary teacher.'* \

'peace', betray our national independence and social security... IF AMERICA IS TO PRE¬ 
SERVE ITS VERY LIFE, IT MUST PARTICIPATE, TOGETHER WITH THE BRITISH AND SOVIET PEOPLES,

But for the absence of the death penalty, its nearest counterpart may be found in 
the Loi du 22 Prairlal, which deprived its victims of the right to trial and of witnesses 
for the defense, and heralded that bloodiest period of the Revolution knwwn as 'The Great 
Terror'. Little did Robespierre , in framing this law when at the height of his power, 
dream that the dripping blade of the giillotlne would one day fall on his own head. 

"Thus in these chaotic days, v/hsn no one can catch a glimpse of the dark, uncertain 
future or of the political combinations which nay arise, who knows into what hands the 
weapon 18b nay fall? With the keystone of British justice removed, those in power can 
use it as they please against their opponents. In vain may its authors cry out for mercy 
asking of what they are accused, demanding the right to defend themselves. No answer 
will be vouchsafed but ' You destroyed that right yourselves; now you must hear the con¬ 
sequences'. 18b is, indeed, on one point even more unjust than the autocratic regimes 
of the past in that it acts on false pretexts. Under the former, when throwing a man in¬ 
to prison and treating him with the utmost cruelty, no secret was made of the reason, 
namely that he was an enemy of the political system in power, thus winning sympathy for 
him and often honour as a martyr in the eyes of those who shared his opinions. They did 
not publicly aacuse him of being a_ traitor to hi3 country and in league with enemies out 
to destroy it, which would have degraded him in the eyes of every patriot, even of his 
own party* Aid this is where another end important aspect of the matter comes in, to 
which hitherto little attention has been paid. It is not only arrest and imprisonment 
the victim of 18b h as to fear, but other measures deriving from the French Revolution - 
... 'Woe to him who has an enemy!' So today anyone who bears a grudge against another, 
or any jealous rival, can lodge an absolutely false allegation to the police against the 
object of his malice, with the result of a perquisition being made at his house. Aid then, 
even if officially proved to be the stoutest patriot, he receives no redress... Unless 
this unprecedented law is revoked soon,... and British justice is restored to her honored 
place, no_ man or woman in England can be sure of their liberty, and perhaps later of 
their life. " Only one sure way to prevent this happening in USA - KPEACH the Tribe!

(even if FDR says to contrary- CEH) and has repeatedly expressed the intention of wiping 
out all religion. No_ Christian can support a war in behalf of Russia. To do so would 
be to fight against Christ. If Christians had to make a choice between their religion 
and their country it would be a terrible thing. Such a choice is not necessary because

Congress has no right to declare a war in behalf of a country 
which intends to destroy our Constitution. Every Congressman who votes for such a war 
should be dealth with as a traitor to the USA. A majority vote would not alter the fact 
that the act is treasonable. 

"The President, in the opinion of many, has been guilty of treason in perforating 
many acts which he had no Constitutional ri$it to perform. Congress has been guilty in 
allowing such acts and in relegating to the President powers which Congress has no con- 
situtional right to relegate to another. 

" Treason on the part of Congress added to the treason of the President does not 
make less treason . 

"People are confused and the papers are adding to the confusion, about loyalty to 
our Govt and loyalty to the administrators of that Govt. It is obvious that Govt by the 
people would be an absurdity if the people had no right to criticise and to punish mal¬ 
feasance in office on the part of their rulers, even tho they elected these rulers. If 
Congress declares a war to aid a country in the destruction of the United States, the 
people have a. right to repudiate the acts of such a Congress. 

"These are points which ought to be made clear to the people. 

"I spoke Saturday night also of the great risk Involved in presenting to Congress 
a resolution in favor of war. During the debate on the issue such pressure would be 
brot upon Congressmen as we have never seen. The wamongers are powerful, as we know. 
They have almost unlimited funds. THEY -/ILL USE BRIBES AMD THREATS. They are cheered 
by this propaganda that, if Congress declares war, the people can not protest, and we 
shall be utterly suppressed. This is the apparent desire of the President, and of many 
Congressmen.

I J. J.Fleck . of Philadelphia, emphasizes our rights and duties as citizens; "'A Re¬ 

public, - if we c* keep it', - Benjamin Franklin.... Strange as it may seem, the key- 
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dkoc 9 >of the Govt of tKVs Republic is the Constitution.. The mere majority of the people 
§o^not rule in this nation; and, the mere majority was never intended to rule. (Art.V.) 

It is the right and, under existing circumstances, it may be the duty of the MINORITY to 
invoke all the might of this Union, including the Army and Navy, so as to remove the maj¬ 
ority from office.

Lindbergh’s 


Des Moines Speech 


"It Is now two years since this latest 
European war began. Prom that day In 
September, 1939, until the present mo¬ 
ment, there has been an ever-increasing 
effort to force the United States Into the 
conflict. That effort has been carried on 
by foreign interests and by a Bmall minor¬ 
ity of our own people, but It has been so 
successful that, today, our country stands 
on the verge of war. 

“At this time, as the war Is about to 
enter its third winter, It seems appropriate 
to review the circumstances that have led 
us to our present position. Why are we on 
the verge of war? Was it necessary for us 
to become so deeply involved? Who is res¬ 
ponsible for changing our national policy 
from one of neutrality and Independence 
to one of entanglement in European af¬ 
fairs? 

People Should Know Truth 
"Personally, I believe there is no better 
argument against our intervention than a 
study of the causes and developments of 
the present war. I have often said that If 
the true facts and Issues were placed be¬ 
fore the American people, there would be 
no danger of our involvement. 

“Here, I would like to point out to you 
a fundamental difference between the 
groups who advocate foreign war and 
those who believe In an independent des¬ 
tiny for America. If you will look back 
over the record you will find that those 
of ns who oppose Intervention have con¬ 
stantly tried to clarify facts and issues: 
while the interventionists have tried to 
hide facts and confuse issues. 

"We aBk you to read what we said last 
month, last year, and even before the war 
began. Our record Is open and clear, and 
we are proud of It. We have not led you 
on by subterfuge and propaganda. We have 
not resorted to ‘steps short of anything In 
order to take the American people where 
they did not want to go. What we said be¬ 
fore the elections we say ‘again, and again, 
and again' today. And we will not tell you 
tomorrow that It was ‘Just campaign 
oratory.' 

Calls Subterfuge Obvious 
“Have you ever heard an Interventionist, 
or a British agent, or a member of the ad¬ 
ministration In Washington, ask you to go 
back and study a record of what they have 
said since the war started? Are these self- 
styled defenders of democracy willing to 
put the Issue of war to a vote of our 
people? Do you find these crusaders for 
foreign freedoms advocating the freedom 
of speech, or the removal of censorship 
here in our own country? 

“The subterfuge and propaganda that 
exists In our country Is obvious on every 
side. Tonight I shall try to pierce through 
a portion of It to the naked facts which lie 
beneath. 

"When this war started In Europe, It 
was clear that the American people were 
solidly opposed to entering It. Why 
shouldn't we be? We had the best defen¬ 
sive position in the world; we had a tra¬ 
dition of Independence from Europe; and 
the one time we did take part In a Euro¬ 
pean war left European problems unsolved, 
and debts to America unpaid. 

"National polls showed that when Eng¬ 
land and France declared war on Germany 
in 1939, less than 10 per cent of our popu¬ 
lation favored a similar course for America. 

Pro-War Groups Named 
"But there were various groups of people 



here and abroad whose Interests and be¬ 
liefs necessitated the Involvement of the 
United States in the war. I shall point 
out some of these groups tonight, and out¬ 
line their methods of procedure. In doing 
this, I must speak with utmost frankness, 
for in order to counteract their efforts, we 
must know exactly who they are. 

“The three most Important groups who 
have been pressing this country toward 
war are the British, the Jewish and the 
Roosevelt administration. Behind these 
groups, but of lesser Importance, are a 
number of capitalists, Anglophiles, and In¬ 
tellectuals who believe that their future, 
and the future of mankind, depends upon 
the domination of the British empire. 

"Add to these the communlsltlc groups 
who were opposed to Intervention until a 
few weeks ago, and I believe I have named 
the major war agitators, not of those sin¬ 
cere but misguided men and women who, 
confused by misinformation and frightened 
by propaganda, follow the lead of the war 
agitators. 

Only a Small Minority 

"As I have said, these war agitators 
comprise only a small minority of our 
people; but they control a tremendous In¬ 
fluence. 

“Against the determination of the 
American people to stay out of war, they 
have marshaled the power of their pro¬ 
paganda, their money, and their patronage. 

“Let us consider these groups, one at 
a time. First, the British. It Is obvious 
and perfectly understandable that Great 
Britain wants the United States In the war 
on her side. England'ls now In a desperate 
position. Her population Is not large 
enough, and her armies are not strong 
enough to Invade the continent of Europe 
and win the war she declared against Ger¬ 
many. Her geographical position Is such 
that she cannot win the war by the use of 
aviation alone, regardless of how many 
planes we send her. Even if America en¬ 
tered the war. It is Improbable that the 
allied armies could Invade Europe and 
overcome the axis powerB. 

Can Shift Responsibility on U. S. 

“But one thing Is certain. If England 
can draw this country Into the war she can _ .. 
shift to our shoulders-% 
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the responsibility for waging It, and 1 
paying Its coat. As you all know we we 
left with the debts of the last Europe! 
war and unless we are more cautious 
the future than we have been in the ps 
we will be left with the debts of the prese 
one. 

“If It were not for her hope that she c 
make us responsible for the war financial 
as well as militarily, I believe Engla 
would have negotiated a peace In Eure 
many months ago, and be better off 
doing so. 

"England has devoted and will contli 
to devote every effort to get us Into 
war. We know that she spent huge sn 
of money in this country during the 1 
war In order to Involve us. Engltshs 
have written books about the cleverness 
Its use. We know that England 1 b spa 
lng great sums of money for propagandi 
America during the present war. 

"If we were Englishmen we would 
the same. But our interest Is first 
America and, as Americans, It Is esses 
for us to realize the effort that British 
terests are making to draw us Into t 
war. 

A Dangerous Policy 

"The second major group mentlone 
the Jewish. It Is not difficult to unders 
why Jewish people deBlre the overthro 
Nazi Germany. The persecution they 
fered In Germany would be sufficlen 
make bitter enemies of any race. No 
son with a sense of the dignity of l 
kind can condone the persecution the 
lsh race suffered In Germany. But no 
son of honesty and vision can look on 
pro-war policy here today without s< 
the dangers Involved In such a policy, 
for us and for them. 

"Instead of agitating for war the J« 
groups In this country should be opp 
It In every possible way, for they wJ 
among the first to feel Its conseqne 
Tolerance Is a virtue that depends 
peace and strength. History shows t) 
cannot survive war and devastation, j 
farsighted Jewish people realize thli 
stand opposed to Intervention. Bu 
majority still do not. Their greatest 
ger to this country lies In their large 
ershlp and influence in our motion pic 
our press, our radio, and our govern 
Using War as a Pretext 

"The Roosevelt administration I 
third powerful group which has been 
lng this country toward war. Its me 
have used the war emergency to oh 
third presidential term for the first t 
American history. They have used tl 
to add unlimited billions to a debt 
was already the highest we had 
known. And they have used the t 
Justify the restrictions and congTei 
power, and the assumption of diet 
procedures on the part of the Pri 
and his appointees. 

"The power of the Roosevelt at 
tratlon depends upon the malntena 
a wartime emergency. The prestige 
Roosevelt administration depends uj 
success of Great Britain to whom th 
ident attached bis political futuri 
time when most people thought ths 
land and France would easily win tl 
The danger of the Roosevelt adm 
tlon lies In its subterfuge. While It 
bers have promised us peace the 
Asdtf UDwar heedless of the plattor 
^H'ihey -^er^elepted. 
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If One Stops, All Stop 

“In selecting these three groups as the 
major agitators for war, I hare Included 
only those whose support Is essential to the 
war party. If any one of these groups—the 
British, the Jewish, or the administration 
—stops agitating for war, I believe there 
will be little danger of onr Involvement. 
I do not believe that any two of them are 
powerful enough to carry this country to 
war without the support of the third. And 
to these three, as I have said, all other 
war groups are of secondary Importance. 

“When hostilities commenced In Europe, 
in 1939, it was realized by these groups 
that the American people had no Intention 
of entering the war. They knew it would 
be worse than useless to ask us for a 
declaration of war at that time. But they 
believed that this country could be enticed 
Into the war In very much the same way 
we were enticed Into the last one. They 
planned, first, to prepare the United States 
for foreign war under the guise of Amer¬ 
ican defense; second, to Involve us In the 
war, step by Btep, without our realization; 
third, to create a series of Incidents which 
would force us Into the actual conflict. 
These plans were, of course, to be covered 
and assisted by the fnll power of their pro¬ 
paganda. 

8tart Glorifying War 

“Our theaters soon became filled with 
plays portraying the glory of war. News¬ 
reels lost all semblance of objectivity. 
Newspapers and magazines began to lose 
advertising If they carried anti-war articles. 
A smear campaign was Instituted against 
individuals who opposed Intervention. The 
terms fifth columnist, traitor, nazi, anti- 
seme tic were thrown ceaselessly at any 
one who dared suggest that It was not to 
the best Interests of the United States to 
enter the war, 

“Men lost their Jobs If they were frankly 
anti-war. Many others dared no longer 
speak. Before long, lecture halls that 
were open to advocates of war were closed 
to speakers who opposed It. A fear cam¬ 
paign was Inaugurated. We were told that 
aviation, which has held the British fleet 
off the continent of Europe, made America 
more vulnerable than ever before to In¬ 
vasion. Propaganda was In full swing. 

"There was no difficulty in obtaining 
billions of dollars for arms under the guise 
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of defending America. Our people stood 
united on a program of defense. Congress 
passed appropriation after appropriation 
for guns and planes and battleships, with 
the approval of the overwhelming majority 
of our citizens. That a large portion of 
these appropriations was to be used to 
build arms for Europe, we did not learn 
until later. (That was another step.) 
Planes Sent Abroad 

“To use a specific example; In 1939 we 
were told that we should increase our air 
corps to a total or E,000 planes. Congress 
passed the necessary legislation. A few 
months later, the administration told us 
that the United States should have at least 
50,000 planes for our national safety. But 
almost as fast as fighting planes were 
turned out from our factories, they were 
sent abroad, although our own air corps 
was In the utmost need of new equipment. 

"Today, two years after the start of war, 
the American army baa only a few hundred 
thoroughly modern bombers and fighters, 
less, in fact, than Germany is able to pro¬ 
duce In a single month. Ever since its In¬ 
ception, our arms program has been laid 
out for the purpose of carrying on the war 
In Europe far more than for the purpose 
of building an adequate defense for 
America. 

The Old Refrain Begins 
"Now at the same time we were being 
prepared for a foreign war It was neces¬ 
sary, as I have said, to involve us In the 
war. This was accomplished under that 
now famous phrase, ‘steps short of war.’ 
England and France would win if the 
United States would only repeal its arms 
embargo and sell munitions for cash, we 
were told. And then a familiar refrain be¬ 
gan, a refrain that marked every step we 
took toward war for many months, .. . ‘the 
best way to defend America and keep out 
of war,’ we were told, was ‘by aiding the 
allies.’ 

"First, we agreed to sell arms to Europe; 
next, we agreed to loan arms to Europe; 
then, we agreed to patrol the ocean for 
Europe; then, we occupied a European 
island in the war zone. Now we have 
reached the verge of war. 

“The war groups have succeeded in the 
first two of their three major steps into 
war. The greatest armament program in 
our history Is under way. We have become 
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1-.-volved in the war from practically every 
standpoint except actual shooting. Only 
the creation of sufficient 'incidents’ yet re¬ 
mains and you see the first of these already 
taking place, according to plan — a plan 
that was never laid before the American 
people for their approval. 


Democracy Being Tested 
“Men and women of Iowa: Only one 
thing holds this country from war today 
That Ib the rising opposition of the Amer¬ 
ican people. Our system of democracy and 
representative government is on test today 
as it has never been before. We are on tht 
verge of a war in which the only vlctoi 
would be chaos and prostration. We are on 
the verge of a war for which we are still 
unprepared, and for which no one has of¬ 
fered a feasible plan for victory — a wai 
which cannot be won without sending oui 
soldiers across the ocean to force a landing 
on a hostile coast against armies strongei 
than our own. 


“We are on the verge of war, but it ii 
not yet too late to Btay out. It Is not yet 
too late to show that no amount of money 
or propaganda, or patronage, can force £ 
free and Independent people into wai 
against Its will. It is not yet too late tc 
retrieve and to maintain the independent 
American destiny that our forefather! 
established In this new world. 


Time to Speak Up 

“The entire future of America resti 
upon our shoulders. It depends upon on) 
action, our courage, and our intelligence 
If you oppose our intervention in this war 
now is the time to make your voice heard 
Help us to organize these meetings, ant 
write to your representatives in Wash 
ington. 

"I tell you that the last stronghold ot 
democracy and representative government 
in this country is In our house of repre 
sentatives and our senate. There we car 
still make our will known. And If we, th« 
American people, do that, independenci 
and freedom will continue to live among 
us, and there will be no foreign war."

This Rabbi La 2 aron has baen awarded the Gottheil Medal for "year's greatest contri¬ 
bution to nelfare of Amn.Jewry" (in 1933), while his Jewish canpatriots in propaganda and 
for war, Pres.Roosevelt, was given same award in May 1937, while Jewish-subsidized-from- 
beginning-of-her-writing-lecturing-carenr Dorothy Dacmpson was tendered it in 1939. He is 
not only on Exec.Can. of above NCofC&J. but a member of 2 virulently "intemationalistic"

Finance that instigated and financed the so-called Russian Revolution of 1917, 
with ouch of the money and many of the leaders going frcsn NewYorkCity with Jew Trotsky, 
joining Jew Lenin in Russia, and that ever since poor Russia has been ruthlessly ruled

That veterans' magazine calls upon Legionnaires to join the new Legion Rank & File, 
Ino. . in opposition to the American Legion which sold out to the "enemy" at its Milwaukee 
Convention, where in one breath they resolved that Communist Jew Harry Bridges (CIO offi¬ 
cer) should be deported, and in next voted 874 to 604 for all-out aid to Red RussiaJ 

Anent aid to Britain, how prophetic of parallel action forthcoming in USA, is this 
complaint-editorial in THE PATRIOT (London, 9-25-41 issue): "THOSE EGGS AGAIN. I read, 
or heard on the wireless, that Lord Woolton, after having had some temporary misgivings, 
referred in triumph to the fact that being deprived of the eggs imported before the war 
from a not distant foreign country, we are now bringing them instead from a distance of 
13,000 miles. But so far as I have heard, he said not another word about the destruction 
of the British Poultry production, which this importation was bringing about, or about 
the condition of some of the imported eggs vdien they arrived. With my stupid common- 
sense I should have imagined that a cargo of eggs must take up a far larger ship’s space 
than would the foodstuffs necessary to keep our own poultry alive. But I am, I hope, be¬ 
coming a patient pupil of bureaucratic control, ahd it was with only a mild explosion of 
surprise, and may I say Impatience, that I have .just received the information that I now 
require ' a permit ' to sell a tomato! " 

With Reds, Jews and certain NUDEAL3RS demanding an "investigation" of AMERICA FIRST 
COM., and certain so-called "Anti-Semites", and with columnist Raymond Clapper trying to 
make out Sen, yheeler a liar, following from 10-31-41 CONGR.RECORD of decided interest: 

Sen.O'Mahoney. "Do I correctly understand frcsn the letter which the Senator (Wheeler) has 
just read that Mr.Clapper was requested by the United Feature Syndicate to write a series 
of 12 articles for the LONDON DAILY MAIL?"

After bringing out that during WorldVVarl, Lord Beaverbrook (Jew newspaper publisher 
and key job holder in present British NUDEAL) offered free newsprint paper to American 
newspaper publishers - providing they would go along with British propaganda, and that 
the British admitted having spent $150^000,000 to get us into '.VorldV/arl, Sen.Wheeler said: 
"...We have tried to get an investigation by the Senate, not only to show whether British 
propaganda is being carried on here, but to show how much paid propaganda in the USA 
is being carried on by Germany, how much is being carried on by Russia, and how much is 
being carried on by England.

The Greer was shot at while running down a 
submarine which was trying to escape, dhe Kearny vras torpedoed while convoying ships 
carrying materials of war to a belligerent nation. Bie Reuben James was sunk - so we 
are told - while on convoy duty somewhere west of Iceland. Had the President of the 
United STATES and members of his Cabinet kept their promises no men of the United States 
Navy aboard those ships would now lie rotting on the floor of the ocean. It_is_ time to 
place the responsibility for these deaths squarely where it belongs and to stop making 
apologies and excuses for those who do not deserve them. By ordering convoys in spite 
of his repeated premises, and in contempt of existing law and the Congress of the United 
States, President Roosevelt is personally responsible for whatever life may have been 
lost; and his disregard for representative government constitutes a greater threat to 
democracy than war Itself. " 


A little more history in the making. CONGER. RECORD 11-1-41 quotes Sen. Clark of Mo. : 
".. Yet today we have Secy.Knox (CBH- obligated to Kuhn,Loeb & Co.), like one suffering 
frem rabies, without any constitutional authority whatever, declaring war on nation af¬ 
ter nation, and solemnly announcing a hundred-year alliance with Great Britain - merely 
a precursor of UNION NO’.V, which simply means our reantrance into the British Empire 1 on 
terns yet to be determined..."

I charge that the American branch of the Comniniet Party is notoriously Anti-Christ¬ 
ian and composed of outcast Jews; and has for its purpose replacing religion with atheism. 

1 charge that I was held a prisoner at 141 £. 2Sth on the evening of Ang.29th, 1938, 
from 6 RJ to 8:30 HI by members of the Central Committee of the Communist Party, and oth¬ 
ers, in an effort to obtain by force my membership book; that in this the Dies Committee 
were remiss in not summoning those who held me a prisoner. 

I charge in particular that the Communist Party is placing its members in Raman 
Catholic churches and organizations for the purpose of destroying that institution of 
Christianity. I charge that the same activity is being extended into all other Christian 
bodies* 

I charge that Communism has a secret Red Army in America; that licensed air pilots 
are assigned to the air branch of that body in America. 

I charge that Communism maintains a hi^ily efficient organization in the United 
States Post Offices, and have indexed and cross-indexed thru this aim of Communism, all 
persons for the purge at the moment it has been concluded that it is time for the Revol¬ 
ution in America* 

I charge that Communism is responsible for removing from Mexican Public Schools all 
Christian teachers and replacing them with members of the Communist Party. And further 
charge that there is an anny of hi^ily treined soldiers, members of the Communist Party, 
in Mexico, ready to strike at America at the order of Stalin. 

I charge white slavery against a Communist that the Dies Committee has pigeon-holed 
for three years* 

I charge that the Newspaper Child members of the Communist Party are in key positions 
in the newspapers of the country and radio; that their duties in the press are the tamper¬ 
ing with news items and various other methods of sabotage of news unfriendly to Communism. 

I charge that the same man assigned to bring on the Revolution in New Jersey was 
later assigied to go to Arizona, there to get a line on Boulder Dam for the purpose of 
sabotage. 

I charge that Communists hold State and Federal civil service jobs, all to serve ad¬ 
vance of Communism in key positions in local, State and Federal departments of government, 
ready to seize control and to supply the "Party" with all confidential records. 

I charge that Ccmmunism has obtained key positions in all transportation; this in¬ 
cludes buses, street railways, airplane lines and all transportation by water, inland, 
coastwise or trans-Atlantic or Pacific.

to and refuses to go along with a law which he himself forced thm Congress - the Lend- 
Lease Act - then what is the average citizen to think, and what is a poor colonel in the 
Amy to think? If the President is stealing chickens, certainly the colonel can get a 
fen eggs." However, it must not be overlooked that when a man becomes an officer of 
the Amy or Navy he raises his right hand and takes a solemn oath to defend and support 
the Constitution of the United States - not the President. 

Regards the Amy, hov; significant that in just 6 days - Oct.20-25 - contracts were 
awarded by the Amy for $1,026,250 worth of human blood - for transfusion purposes. Ihese 
purchases were listed in bulletin 260 of the U.S.Dept.of Labor, Divn. of Public Contracts, 
Just issued. Can anyone deny that that is not all the human blood contracted for, and 
that that item alone spells anticipation of heavy casualties? Where? - in Europe, Asiaflj 
Africa, on sea, in the sky, and on land. Reminding that, whereas millions are being 
killed and wounded in Europe, yet in England (where they fully expected USA to be in this 
war by Sept.15,'41, and thus we would likewise beipisuffaring casualties), according to 
Sen.Clark In 11-4-41 C0N®.REC0RD: ".. while the Germans and the Russians, and the 

Greeks, and the French, have had enormous casualties on the field, England's losses on 
the field in 2 years of wax do not exceed 20,000 killed, while the Canadian Amy, exclus¬ 
ive of the air force,... had suffered only 461 killed..." 

Auto casualties in USA, in peace, more than quadruple Britain's 2 years of war! We 
are already suffering another type of casualty that is result of our going to England's 
aid in this "fake" war, which apparently was manipulated solely as excuse to clamp dicta¬ 
torships on the continent of Europe, British Stapire, and the Americas under USA - all 
controlled by the "enemy" (Organized Jewry-Intl.Finance). Lead, brass, steel, tungsten, 
copper, aluminum (denial of which to American industries is closing them down, -throwing 
Americans out of work) now being exported from England to USA, in toys; while English 
woolen mills are working night and day making clothing for our soldiers. Yet if we con¬ 
tinue to import meat for our Amy (killing our farming and live stock industries), we may 
lose thru poisoning at Amy camps more than England has in its war. Over 200 tons of Ar¬ 
gentine beef - after cans began to burst - were rejected by Aimy officers at SanFrancisco. 
How much of such food enters soldiers' diet, having been OK'd before cans start bursting?

He 
stated in substance that if it is necessary for armed forces to move Into 
Washington, that action would be taken. He is a strong German sympathizer. 
He is a subscriber of the "Free Press", a pro-Fascist weekly published at 
Bend, Oregon, as of February 3, 1940.

CONGRESSIONAL RECORD NEE'S : 12-12-41 Issue: "There are more than 22,000 regist¬ 
ered Japanese in city of Lima, Peru. It is known to the committee (CBH- House of Reprs. 
Com. to Investigate Airplane Accidents and related problems) that in Colombia there is 
located a colony of 70 Japanese families on a 2,000-acre bean fann, and that a search of 
their premises by the Colombian officials recently disclosed that there are stored in 
farm bldgs, unbelievable supplies of pistols, rifles, hand grenades, and ammunition..." 

Aug.H. Andresen : ".. the defense authorities need raw materials to perfect our na¬ 
tional defense and prosecute the war.

RECORD that the gentleman from NewYork ( Mr.Celler) (CHH- Jew Congressman) among other 
things said: 'The AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE isolationists should apologize to Pres.Roose¬ 
velt... Our belated preparation and mobilization for war was due in part to what some of 
the isolationists indie the House and outside the House have said and their Influence on 
public opinion.' That statement is utterly without foundation. .. But, Mr.Speaker, I 
wish to call attention to an article published in Secy.Khox's own newspaper, the Chicago 
DAILY NEWS. The article, a dispatch from Chungking, dated Dec.10, was written by a NEWS 
correspondent, Leland Stowe , who states...: 'It seems incomprehensible here how the Japs 
were able to bomb the Army's big airfields in Oahu , losing a few planes, and without 
large numbers of American filters getting in the air promptly...

The House bill defines a ^foversive individual as one who. nhches, advocates, or believes' 
in, thd'duty,.necessity, pr propriety of overthrowing the Govt of the United States, or 
is, or at any time has been, a member of the Communist Party, the German-Anerican Bunds, 
the Young Comnunists League, or any organization which teaches, advocates, or believes 
in, the duty, necessity, or propriety of controlling, conducting, influencing, seizing, 
or overthrowing the Govt of the United States by force. Ihe bill further provided the 
machinery by which such individuals ml£ht be ehminated immediately, with the right of 
appeal afterward, and also provided for general investigations as to the general situa¬ 
tion in the marine radio service. Die evidence that was brot before the committee, as 
well as the evidence generally, was that there were about 200 radio operators who were 
under very considerable suspicion. That list was supplied by the Navy....." 

Repr. Thomas of N.J .: ".* the Dies Com, held public hearings on this same question 
about 2 years ago... And recommended at that time that they be discharged... recommended 
to the Federal Comnunications Commission that they do something about it, and nothing 
was done about it..." (CEK - proof of Reds in NUDEAL protecting Reds in key positions).

12-10-41 issue: Repr.Patman : "Mr.Speaker, much is being said in the newspapers a- 
bout the Dist.of Columbia tax authorities levying on the Federal Reserve Bank Bldg, here 
in Washington for taxes and ordering the bldg, sold soon to satisfy a tax debt incurred 
over a period of years. It is claimed by the Federal Reserve officials that it is exempt 
from taxes, the same as public bldgs. Ihe Federal Reserve Banking System is privately 
owned. Not $1 of the stock is owned by the Govt or by the people; it is owned by pri¬ 
vate banking corporations. It is a corporation owned by corporations. Many people be¬ 
lieve that the Federal Reserve Banking System is owned by the Govt because it is named 
Federal, but of course this is not true... 

".. the Govt is now paying between forty and fifty million dollars a year to the 
Federal Reserve Banking System as Interest on these bonds. (C3H- see p.3, re $2 

billion in bonds hot by Fed.Res. v/ith fictitious money). Hie expenses, dividends, and 
profits of the System are paid in that way. It would be just as reasonable for each 
dept of our Govt to be allowed to purchase enuf Govt bonds to pay their expenses the same 
way. It would be just as reasonable for the Govt to set aside enuf interest-bearing 
bonds to each Federal employee to pay the Federal employee interest sufficient to pay his 
salary as it is for the Federal Reserve Banking System to get their expenses paid in that 
way. Under our present system the Federal Reserve hanks can purchase twenty-five or 
fifty billion, a hundred billion, or an unlimited amount of Govt bonds the same way they 
purchased and now hold the >2,000,000,000.... 

"It is now proposed that we permit the banks to buy U.3.Govt bonds, interest-hear¬ 
ing, in the same way that the Federal Reserve banking system is buying bonds, in order 
to provide the funds to finance the war. The stockholders of the entire private banking 
system in our country have only >8,000,000,000 invested in banking institutions. On that 
capitalization they have already loaned the Govt $20,000,000,000 by purchasing interest- 
bearing securities. In addition, the banks, upon the >8,000,000,000 capitalization and 
investment, have made loans and investments amounting to >34,496,000,000, not including 
the Govt, securities. They cen now make loans aggregating >28,000,000,000 on the 
$8,000,000,000 capitalization, in addition to the present total loans and investments of 
$54,496,000,000... 

"The present hanking system, thru the use of the Govt’s credit, as now proposed to 
finance the war, can issue more than .,.240,000,000,000 in money, and every bit of it will 
be Issued on the $8,000,000,000 capitalization and the Govt’s credit... Uhy should the 
people he forced to pay $2 for every $1 the Govt uses?.... It is a simple question of 
the Govt using its own gold to save interest, or permitting the banks to use it free of 
charge, along with the Govt's credit free, and collect interest from the Govt. The Mem¬ 
bers of Congress will do the people a great disservice for the next 100 years unless 
this Government bond racket is stopped. " 
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CONGR.RECORD 12-9-^>^~^sue: Repr.Rich : *. We must-^ men in all branches of 

^Govtv.that are competent •. /f efficient and it is the duty '.‘Tthe President to clean house 
of the'politician and th£ Communists and ’reds’ who think of themselves and the overthrow 
of our Govt, 'we want 100-percent Americans at the helm of our Govt from now on if we 
would gain victory from our enemies...”

Either the devices for detecting gonor¬ 
rhea in selectees were not effective or new infections occur swiftly and in large num¬ 
bers inmediately after inclusion of the volunteers and selectees... The trend has been 
steadily higher thru 1940 and to the end of June 1941, when 40.3 gonorrhea infections 
per thousand mean strength were admitted to medical treatment... 

"The traffic in vice is vicious in many of the Central States, especially thru the 
highly industrialized areas... Like the modern army, however, the prostitute army has 
taken to wheels - mechanized, organized, and mobilized by professionals - following the 
men and the money wherever they go.... Near Ft.Knox, for example, trailer camps are pop¬ 
ulated with elderly ’parents’, each with a surprisingly large family of ’dau^ters’... 
Our present methods of dealing with it seem about as bad as can be imagined. The whole 
prostitution racket has become so vast, so complex, so richly lucrative, so weighted 
with local influence, sprawling across toe lines of city, county, and State govts, that 
only united action will abate it - just as it was proved that only united national ac¬ 
tion could abate the venereal diseases.’..." {CBH - MOTHERS’ groups- go after Congress!)

RESOLVED that all outstanding bills be paid from all moneys now on 
hand, and all balances remaining be used for the men in the 
armed forcos, and be it further 

RESOLVED that wo as individuals pledge our full support to our Country 
In this hour of its greatest need and that wc work uncease- 
ingly for national victory through the regularly established 
organizations of our government and country and bo it further 

RESOLVED that copies be sent to the Press, our members and all persons 
on our regular mailing list.

E.g., I m indebted to Lewis O.Anderson, R3, Osakis.Minn., for his excellent "BLUE- 
ppjKT ,, F0R DISUNITY" - 3 pp., all deserving reproduction - and what a shame neither he nor 
I can afford even to mimeograph it for distribution. Its clarity of thought illustrated 
in these excerpts: "United national defense is impossible with these two basic errors: 
first, the attempt is to unite around a man instead of around principles; second, the man 
is not in a position to talk unity, anyway, bb he appears committed to two lines of actioi 
which are contradictory to national defense as well as contradictory to each other. 

"National defense is just a catch-word unless people are united on what principles 
they are to defend. A list of 'four freedoms' do not constitute a set of principles... 
The fake issue of war versus peace kept people divided and too confused to figure out 
what the war is about and what is to be defended. To war or not to war was not the ques¬ 
tion. Yet seme argued as if the mere decision to go to war were the basis of unity. That 
would be shot-gun conformity, as in the case of the totalitarian pawnB who do not know 
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from one day till next oif* ,ich side they will have to . 

"Of untold injury ha^ oeen the false issue of foreigi^- -icy versus domestic policy, 
i the war camp emphasizing forel^i chile scattered voices in the ’peace 1 camp emphasized 
domestic policy. The former argued that we should postpone consideration of domestic 
problems because of the foreigi war emergency. This is a false issue because, in the 
American Communist strategy, foreigi and domestic policies are inseparable: 

"’It is our job to make the struggle for a correct forei©i policy inseparable from 
the struggle for a democratic and progressive domestic policy’ — THE COMMUNIST, Aug. *41, 
p.709. Likewise, in his Jan. Messages to Congress, 1939 and 1940, Roosevelt clearly in¬ 
dicated his forelgi and domestic policies to be inseparable: ’Our nation’s program of 
social and economic reform is.... part of defense as basic as armaments themselves’ — 

Jan.4,1939. 

"It was, therefore, a deplorable surrender on the part of Republican groups and oth¬ 
er groups in the presidential campaigi to endorse Roosevelt’s foreign policy. It made 
their opposition to Roosevelt’s domestic policy a meaningless gesture. Such a boost was 
given to the warmongers that public attention was turned away frcsn the domestic field, 
while the Communists boasted of being the only national party putting emphasis on domes¬ 
tic issues in the 1941 local elections. So - in the name of unity the domestic field 
was left practically without opposition to the sowers of disunity.... 

"Sowers of disunity misrepresent the utterances of true patriots. Lindbergi has 
been flagrantly misrepresented. His plea for new ’leadership’ was misrepresented even 
by Y/illkle to imply election of a new officer in an off election year. This confusion 
of the meaning of ’leadership* is typical. It is one of the seriouB defects of our na¬ 
tional morale. A public officer, in the system of govt we talk about defending, is a 
servant, not a ’master’. A change of leadership, therefore, does not necessarily mean a 
new officer; it means a changed attitude toward the people's voice, — as opposed to the 
alien advisors whispering into his ear, — it means that we the people must know what we 
are talking about to our public servants. Since we cannot all do the talking, it means 
restoration of the principle of checks and balances in our govt so that the people’s re¬ 
presentatives, in the branches of govt and in the political parties, shall really repre¬ 
sent the people and not be yes-men for an alien-minded autocrat."

"Reports from military sources (confidential - but not from banking circles) offer 
a few things to think about. It is suggested, after as couplets an observation in Europe 
as was possible - under restrictions, that Hitler's forces can TAKE Leningrad and Moscow 
any day he so orders.

"We hear rumors of a great bribery scandal to be 'exposed' soon, which whill hit 
high spots in Washington, D.C. Fledges of certain legislation and a vast sum of money 
is said to have been involved. If true and proven, the very welfare and safety of Amer¬ 
ica was at stake in this 'deal'. Was it the first 'deal' of the kind? Hardly. Some¬ 
thing is rotten nearer than in Denmark." Col.McShane's remarks above should alarm. 


Above reminds that the hearings on Price-Control Bill, 9-30-41, p.1262, brot out 
that while stock of Fed.Reserve Banks is less than #140,000,000, yet they do several hun¬ 
dred billion dollars* worth of business a year, and claim to hold over $ 2 , 000 , 000,000 in 
Govt securities. Congr.Patman, asking Mr.Eccles (Chmn of Fed.Reserve Bd) 'Bow did you 
get the money to buy those $2,000,000,000 of Govt securities?", got this reply: "We 
created it." Patman: "Out of what?" Eccles: "Out of the right to issue credit, money." 

Correspondent concents: "Is it not thus made clear that fictitious debts are created 
by the fictitious money created to purchase bonds which, in turn, are the essential of 
national debt which has to be met by taxation? And, it should be recalled that this sys¬ 
tem of 'farming* the taxes was evolved by Paul Moritz Warburg. 12-23-1913, date of Act.

11-20-41, notwithstanding debates proved it was a vicious dictatorship bill to be enforced 
by Reds and fellow-travelers, you find Jewish Congressmen voted for it. Vote: yeas 224, 
nays 161, not voting 44. Dies, former NIJDEAL supporter, even tho Chum of committee sup¬ 
posedly exposing subversives in USA, finally broke away.

Jones just allotted funds to built, are to be the ’masters' in the 'New World State' that 
is to be?...."

WORLD PEACE POTENTATE. Years ago AID! claimed the final stage of setting up the 
Anti-Christ Worldwide Dictatorship would be ballyhooed in name of peace, democracy and 
religion. Press, radio, pulpit and foiums chant that ballyhoo, Mrs.Ruth Bryan Rhode. 
daughter of late Win.Jennings Bryan, here 11-24-41, before high and girl schools, alumnae 
assn., etc., advocated world peace thru "principles of democracy, world court, and an in¬ 
ternational police force". Again I ask, "Could Chas.Lindbergh, following in footsteps 
of our Founding Fathers, and guided by Christ's injunctions, get before same audiences?" 

A Chas.Davis (76-yr-old promoter since 1911 of Natl.Highways Assn. . which brot about 
Federal Aid for paved roads, and wilh a long pedigree in WHO'S WHO) is putting out vol¬ 
uminous and expensive press releases, advocating a "NEW WORLD STATE", headed by a "WORLD 
PEACE POTENTATE". He claims inspiration from Russian-born occultist Roerich (supposed to 
be in India after exposes of activites in USA) who was close advisor of occultist Henry 
Wallace (V-P of USA, destined to succeed EDR probably in 1942). Davis also claims inspir¬ 
ation from deceased Dr.Alfred Adler (No.l of 120 "greatest living Jews" - see THE 0CT0HJ& 
and fomner collaborator with filthy Sigmund Freud, another of the 120, whose death in '39 
was honored by Communist and Jewish press). Dr.Adler's concept of co-operation, accord¬ 
ing to Davis' releases: "I would agree with any movement that has as its goal the improve¬ 
ment of mankind even tho I did not believe it wholly right. 11 That, of course, is Satan's 
teaching as against Christ 'b that only a good tree can bear good fruit. 

Davis is Trustee of World Govt Foundation, special auxiliary Council of World Fellow¬ 
ship, Inc. , which has on its American Council a3 Pres., Chas.F.Weller, who not only is a 
Dir. on Natl.Council of Boy Scouts of America, but was head of Anti-Christ Fellowship of 
Faiths (see Mrs.Dilling*s THE RED NETWORK under that caption). This World Fellowship.Inc , 
embraces Communists, Socialists, Modernists, and many Jews. Sigaificantly its Omaha com¬ 
mitteemen were Rabbis David A. Goldstein and David H.Wice (recently promoted to Eastern 
Synagogue). Apparently tied in with this fake "peace" movement was the first Inter-Ameri¬ 
can Jewish Conf. at Baltimore, Md., with delegates from 18 American countries, where one 
of chief speakers, Rabbi M.L.Perlzwelg of London, on 11-24-41 declared: "When the war be¬ 
gan, a movement of worldwide proportions was established thru the cooperation of the Bri¬ 
tish section of the World Jewish Congress and the British Govt to engage both openly and 
underground in combating Nazi forces...the two Americas will have a place in it."

After America has been driven 
out of the Far East, the English at Hong Kong and Singapore will not be much trouble, 
for our Navy can easily tales these two places." 

Kullgren warned further: "... Japan has never forgiven the insult, or so she con¬ 
siders it, of our refusing to let down Immigration bars. Ever since she defeated Russia 
she has been quietly planning for the day when - she would challenge the USA; and while she 
is fighting Russia today (1936), thru China, Russia is really her ally, for Russian Com¬ 
munistic propaganda has laid the foundation for civil war in America. , which I believe 
will break out in 1939, or 1940 at the latest. And then, Japan will strike , like light¬ 
ning. and just as ruthlessly as she is striking in China today.... And so suddenly will 
this come about that before we know what it's all about, the Japanese flag will fly on 
the Pacific Coast.... 

" Japan can land in Mexico and take that country first, without any trouble at all. 

Tie same thing could happen to Alaska. At the same time their fleet would be off the 
Pacific Coast. And don't forget Japan has men and war material already planted on_ this 
continent. One of those secret hideauts was recently discovered not far from the Mexican 
border.... Tuo years ago an immigration officer in LosAngeles told me that there no less 
than 50,000 Japanese reservists in greater LosAngeles alone. The wily Jap is strategical¬ 
ly placed everywhere.. From Panama Canal to Alaska, every fishing port has its quota... 
You will not face a Russian invasion of America other than that we have received from im¬ 
migration, but you certainly will have an invasion of Japanese; and with an army of them 
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In a very short time,." Ihen Kullgren’s Dec.'41 issue wans: I tremble for the out¬ 

come of this configuration. If we keep out of a shooting war thruout the period while 
Mars is in Aries, I shall call it a modern miracle. Ihe first week of December is ex¬ 
tremely critical. ». all the indications of a conflict on foreign soil. .» Public opinion 
could stop the impending slaughter if our citizens were informed, active and aggressive. 
Americans are not on guard, v/e have placed the enemy in key positions expecting him to 
protect our interests] wEat a travestyl..." 

All reminding that our Army is already complaining of the lack of cooperation at 
SanFrancisco particularly by citizens in re black-outs, obeying warnings, and that mys¬ 
terious radiocasts, rumours, etc. are creating conditions of great aid to the enemy. Re¬ 
calling that Communists are particular strong there, and that shipping on land and sea 
on whole West Coast is Red dominated, and that much of our aviation industry is there, 
which has been sabotaged and can be seized when our armed forces busy in the Pacific,

Die $8,000,000,000 appropriations defense bill last week, not only for first time 
lumped together defense with lease-lend items, but gave FDR a blank check for two bill¬ 
ions to give to anyone as he pleases. Repr.Dlrksen. 12-5-41, protested that a provision 
in that bill attempted to restore to Jew Communist David Lasser the right to hold a key 
Govt job, from which he had been fired by an Act of Congress last June. Dirk sen said: 

".. It is so obvious, however, that it becomes quite impossible to ranove undesirable 
people from the Federal service by any other method. ..

1 The' Chinn of that subcommittee expressed his amazement at the re¬ 
ply. I, too, was amazed, and 1 am*frankly concerned when the Administrator of a Govt 
agency states to five members of Congress that he would have to take under consideration 
the removal of a Communist from the Federal pay roll. We have moved far on the pathway ' 
of self-destruction when the matter of separating Communists from the Federal rolls must 
be tak'en under advisement, That same Administrator was not familiar with the prohibit¬ 
ion on Communists and bundists in the appropriation under which he operates until he was 
refreshed when the Chmn of the subcommittee read to him the pertinent provision in the 
Departmental Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 1942.

Repr.Rich, in CONGR.RICCRD 12-5-41, claimed that the War Dept not only would not 
give Congressmen a report on items supposed to have gone to various countries under the 
Lease-Lend Act, but reported that they did not know, yet the 12-2-41 Report of the Trea¬ 
sury showed that we had actually paid out $654,923,462.97 of the $13,985,000,000 appro¬ 
priated for aid of our allies. He protested: We are now shipping out of this coun¬ 

try the things that were manufactured for our own defense, and we. could not defend our 
own shores if. we were attacked. .(CEE- remember this statement made just 3 days be¬ 
fore we were attacked:) 

Repr.Lambertson also brot out that Repr.Cannon . NUDEAL spokesman, had claimed on 
12-4-41 that there was nothing to the expose in the Chicago TRIBUNE, and yet Repr. Taber 
who agrees with Cannon's war policy, did say that all the quotes he thought were sub¬ 
stantially true — referring to alleged plan for over 10,000,000 Army with half to be 
an A.S.F. to destroy Hitler. Lambertson suggested it was permitted to let such a war 
plan leak out in order to bluff Japan. Yet Japan undoubtedly knew the truth which has 
largely been kept from our own people, as Repr.Stefan testified 12-5-41: "... Aimy ex¬ 

perts to whom we talked in these recent maneuvers told us that we are far behind in be¬ 
ing ready for such a thing. Even some of the foreigi military experts who were there 
indicated that fact to us. Our confidential meetings with the War Dept experts also 
indicate that we. are not ready (for an A.S.F. )..." 

Repr.Mrs.Rogers pointed out that "there is a shortage in small arms and ammunition" 
and "There are many plants in my district (Mass.) tb«t could be used, but those plants 
have not been used. Lowell produced more cartridges during the World War than any other 
community. Those buildings are ready for use today with hi^ily trained labor available, 
power, railroads, and sidings, heat, and ligit... It is a tragic thing.. If acvailable 
facilities had been used, the shortage of cartridges would not exist today. .." 

Repr.Bradley of Mich. . 12-4-41, testified that he had talked to a number of soldiers 
who had been in the anti-tank corps some 11 months, but as. yet had not seen a shell nor 
fired one. Yet Repr.Lambertson on that same day stated that FDR had " given an ultimatum 
to Japan with Ltr.Hull's cooperation (Hull married to Jewess), yet nobody else in the 
Nation apparently knows what that ultimatum is. It Is designed to lead us into war ....

They are 
practically helpless in the grip of an alien and radical government which has almost op¬ 
enly declared war on Christianity, Things have cone to such a pasB there that an Arch¬ 
bishop of the Catholic Church was picketed by a rabble while attending exercises at Ford- 
ham Uni, and nothing was done about it. This was apparently in reprisal for the prelate': 
refusal to accept dictation from a group of Ccnrainistic Jews who made certain demands

This reminds that S*2060 (identical bill in House) was passed 12-19-41 in a hurry

fense program is neither attributable to Congress which has appropriated billions, nor 
entirely to labor strikes, nor to business management, but to "sabotage at the top" - as 
AID! has been warning against long before ne were actively in this war.

R.2.A. Ad¬ 
ministrator; Harry C.Lamberton. Asst. Genl. Counsol of R.E.A., member of 8 Communist or¬ 
ganizations; and placed in record of House Appropriations Com. hearing the names of 34 
employes of R.E.A. in Washington, who according to records of Dies Cam., are members of 
Communist front transmission belt organizations. 

Winter shows how taxpayer-financed generation-transmission " co-ops" obstruct our 
national defense program, and that that ex-employee for many years of Jew-owned Sears- 
Roebuck, our new Production Czar, Donald Nelson, upon pressure by said " co-ops" . on snap 
judgnent over-ruled the findings of Aimy & Navy Board, etc., and went to the aid of said 
Communistic " co-ops" .

This memorandum is prepared in response to vour inquir y 
regarding this subject, noted alongside Ealt^^Tinchell' s, column 
for January 20, 1942. 


Hudson is an American-born citizen, forty-nine years of 
age. He has been publishing the mimeographed pamphlet "America 
In Danger" since 1938. The publication is a crudely edited, 
mimeographed news sheet consisting of from eight to fifteen pages 
published weekly at Omaha, Nebraska. The copyhead describes it 
as a weekly expose of un-Americanism in education, finance, 
labor, politics, and religion. The subscription price is $1.00 
for ten weeks. The circulation is estimated to be between 450 
and 1300. 
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At the time this paper first appeared, Hudson, a self- 
styled lecturer and editor, published a chart containing the names 
of alleged radical organizations and prominent individuals who he 
claimed were associated with these organizations. Hudson refers 
to this chart as the interlocking directorate, and supplies each 
of his subscribers with a chart. It contains a list of thirty- 
five prominent individuals, allegedly appointees of President 
Roosevelt, who Hudson claims are affiliated with the radical and 
Communist organizations listed in the chart. It concludes by 
drawing an analogy between the A.A.A., N.R.A. and Socialism 
as practiced in Russia.

Hudson's publication, from its inception to tle-pre-*•- ^ ^ 

time, has continually published material caustically crj li'tfLZ' 

President Roosevelt's Administration, blaming the Jewisl |gce £<jir£ | 
all the ills of the world, deriding labor organizations, and 
attempting to discredit, often without any foundation, a ai&oStsDE^&T^E! 
Governmental agencies including the Federal Bureau of Ir vestigatioff 
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For some time prior to the war, Hudson devoted his 
efforts and his publication to criticizing President Roosevelt's 
foreign policy program and praising and encouraging the activities 
of all individuals and organizations opposed to this foreign 
policy. In line with this activity, he sought to block the 
passage of the Selective Training and Service Act, and accused 
the Administration of attempting to inject the United States 
into the European war as the result of the influence of the 
Jewish population. 

In October, 1940, Hudson, as an election officer in 
Omaha, Nebraska, was requested to help register men under the 
Selective Training and Service Act. He refused, stating: "It 
is not a patriotic duty to be a party to treasonably voiding 
the Constitution." 

He is reported to have addressed a Ku Klux Klan meeting 
at Omaha, Nebraska, date unknown, at which time he stated in substance 
that if it was necessary for armed forces to move into Washington, 
that action would be taken. 

In March of 1941 he suggested three courses of action to 
avoid war: "First, if enough young men would get together and 
refuse to fight; second, if vigilantes would clean up the situation 
in Washington and oust the Jews; third, by enough Protestant 
Christians going into Washington and sitting around the Government 
buildings in a peaceable manner." 

In the May 26, 1941 issue of "America In Danger," Hudson 
stated in part: "The real fifth column is already entrenched in 
Washington. They must be ousted peaceably or otherwise. If it 
is not done now, you can depend upon it that civil war will eventually 
be engineered by them as a means of liquidating opposition to their 
satanic plan." 

Various issues of the publication have exhorted the 
subscribers and readers to arrange a march on Washington to institute 
impeachment proceedings against President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of the Navy Knox. 

Hudson was formerly active in organizing a company union 
for a big business enterprise, but he lost his position as a result 
of the depression. He lives in modest circumstances, renting his 
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home which also serves as an office for his publishing work. It 
is alleged that Hudson is a strong German sympathizer and that in 
the fall of 1938 he attended a convention of Nazi organizations 
from all over the country, held at the Deutsches Haus, Los Angeles. 

It is also known that many of Hudson's arguments 
against helping Great Britain may also be found in the publications 
of the German Library of Information. 

An investigation is presently being conducted in an 
effort to determine whether Hudson's activities are being 
subsidized, and an acquaintance of the subject has advised that 
Hudson informed her that a man in the East was helping him 
occasionally.

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States Senators and Congressmen, state and local officials, various schools, 
government officials, and prominent "business men. It was estimated that of 
the 531 nemos there were probably at least 125 names of persons who did not 
subscribe to this pamphlet. There were also many pamphlets sent to other 
publishers of similar magazines and pamphlets who probably do not pay HUDSON 
for this periodical but exchange periodicals with him. This list of names is 
being retained in the Omaha file and it is not felt necessary to set out the 
names in this report.

Winchell claimed Hudson was a distributor of 'insidious propaganda' 
and ended his remarks with the query 'Why doesn't congress or some authority 
do something about Charles B. Hudson of Omaha?' 

Under the mast head of the bulletin Hudson publishes here is the 
printed statement 'Weekly expose of un-Americanism in education, finance, 
labor, politics and religion. Condensed reading for truth-seeking readers. 1 

'Winchell has bragged before that when he has tipped off the FBI, 
it has taken action but I don't know v/hat is in his mind this time,' Hudson 
said. 'As long as we have a constitutional republic, I have nothing to 
fear.' 

Hudson said he received 24 threatening phone cells within two hours 
after Winchell made hie broadcast. He said Winchell 'had attacked him 
before and this is just what I expected.

256 
page book, a WHO'S WHO of tho Synagogue of Satan, for V/oinborg's many affiliations - 
while they last: 1 copy 60sf; 2 for $1; V for $3 - romittanco with order; or 1 free witl 
^5. annual subscription to AMERICA IN DANGER! bulletin service). Weinberg , first a 
2nd cook in tho Navy, but shortly assigned as spocial agent to Navy Intelligence Service, 
during WorldWarl, wound up as spocial agent for the War Trade Board, whon Prince of Jewir 
Bernard Baruch hooded tho War Industries Board, (and Baruch's protege, said-to-be-Jow 
Leon Henderson, prosont Price Control Czar, appoints as his asst., the ex-NRA official 
and socialist college Pres. Doxtor M.Koozor - so it goes, on and on). 

Now lot's look at a few recent "trial balloons". Notwithstanding that Democratic 
Natl.Com.Chmn.

More evidence that possibly the Synagogue of Satan is greasing the way out for the 
now-bcing-discredited Roosevelts seen in 14-p. pamphlet entitled "ELEANOR ROOSBVELT, 
First in Travels, First in Writings, First in the Hoarts of the Communists" • It is 
being distributed by Rev.Rembert Gilman Smith of Tulsa, Okla. whom the press stated had 
sued me twice for §25,000 for libel.

There is enclosed herewith the March 17, 1942 edition of "America 
in Danger" put out by CHARLES B. HUDSON. 

It is noted page 4 contains the following statement: "This ’brotherhood 
stuff is being applied locally. Jews are telling local business men that the FBI 11 
is after me, and that it has turned over to them their names. Local FBI chief 
denies it." * 

You are'advised that HUDSON was in the Omaha office on March 13,-J1942 
and stated, the "Omaha Jews" are out to suppress his paper on account of his 
"Americanism" utterances; thst the purpose of his paper is to warn America of' 
the dangers from within brought about by what he terms"Internat^nal Jewry." 

He stated that such Jewish leaders in Omaha like^fHH^HfH^Pand members hP 
of what HUDSON termed as the "so-called Anti-DefematTo^Teague^ire going to 
his subscribers and telling them that the FBI is after him, in order to get 
them to cease taking his newspaper. 


I informed Mr. HUDSON that I knew nothing of the above activity on 
the part of these persons; that the FBI is not out to "get" him or any of his 
subscribers; that the business of this Bureau is to investigate violation of 
the Federal Ibwb under our jurisdiction and handle National Defense matters in 
connection with the present war emergency; that if in the course of our duties 
we obtain a complaint against him, we would investigate him like any other 
citizen, and submit our findings to the United States Attorney. 

Mr. HUDSON stated that he welcomed any investigation that the FBI 
might care to make of him. Mr. HUDSON stated that he would accept the above 
statement. 


I have heard nothing further from him until the aforementioned 
comment appeared in his publication.

As a 
father of six, three.of them sons, I am wondering what may happen to that boy at the end 
of a year of training in a camp where intoxicating liquors are sold, and where contra¬ 
ceptive appliances are supplied to the boys for sex indulgence with underworld women whe 
they leave camp for the big city..*" 

Sen.0*Daniel 3-12-42 also inserts letter written by Secy of War Stlmson (long-time 
servant of Jew Inti.Financial house, Kuhn.Loeb CO. ). 1-22-42, seeking to influence Con¬ 
gress against S.660! Since WorldWarl experience, and all history prove the necessity of 
controlling or prohibiting liquor and vice in order to have an efficient aimGd force, an 
with all the hypocritical cry for achieving that efficiency, why at this late date does 
the NUDEAL not only pennit, but encourage dissipation that always results in defeats???

Another Jew Congressman, Emanuel Ccllor. from N.Y., inserts in CONGR.RECORD 
his radio address of 2-27-42 over WEAF, entitled "Carping Critics", wherein ho calls 
for his kind of "unity", and criticizes those who criticize tho administration. 

Then Repr. V<m. T.Pholffor. asking for time "to clear up some of the amazing miscon¬ 
ceptions,. with regoxd to tho remarks I made on Thursday., concerning Lt.Franklin D.

VOTAVA on March 2 and 3, 1942, which is prior to the date of Bureau Bulletin 
No. 24 above referred to, and inasmuch as this office has been furnishing 
to Mr. VOTAVA copies of the HUDSON reports, the advice of the Bureau is 
requested as to whether or not I should discontinue sending to Mr. VOTAVA 
copies of these reports or whether I should continue to send them to him 
in accordance with previous practice.

WASHINGTON — After three months of temporizing with native Fascist 
champions. Attorney General Frcncis Biddle is finally going to get 
tough -- on direct personal orders of the President. 

i 

Roosevelt directed Biddle to take vigorous legal action 
against certain factional leaders who have been publicly denouncing 
the war against the Axis and in some instances actually expressing r 
pleasure over Jap victories. ' 

Complaints have poured into Washington from parents of boys 
in the armed services demanding thet these domestic foes be jailed. 

But Biddle demurred on the ground of "preserving civil liberties." 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor, FBI agents arrested Robert 
Noble, rabid Los Angeles Fascist leader, on serious charges Involving 
statements concerning the war. Despite the FBI's evidence, Biddle 
ordered Noble released. 

This brought down a storm of protests on Biddle's head that 
steadily increased as the hostile operations of these elements became 
bolder and more outspoken. Still Biddle refused to allow either the 
FBI or federal district attorneys, who were champing at the bit, to 
crack down. 

Finally White House advisers, alarmed over the situation, 
took the metter direct to the President. They laid before him a mass 
of evidence dealing with Noble. Father Coughlin, Francis P. Morr.n of 
Boston, Gerald L.K. Smith of Michigan end Charles B. Hudson of Omahr. 

One document shown Roosevelt was the March 16 issue of 
Coughlin's weekly publication which declared that a "world-wide sacred 
war" was declared egeinst Germeny nine years ego. The publication 
also a.ttacked aid to Russia, denounced the British bombing of French 
plants making Nazi supplies, and contained such statements as: 

Unless the German forces can overcome Russia and success¬ 
fully invade England by the end of September, thore is every evidence 
that the entire world will have elected to experience a blood bath the 
like of which was never imagined by the most poetic minds," — "It 
has been the prccticed policy of the Roosevelt Administration to favor 
the Chinese in their war against Japan, This policy has rankled in the 
hearts of the Nipponese war lords who are devoted to the policy «f 
Asia for the Asiatic, a policy which, after all, is nothing more than 
an expression Of our own Monroo Dootrlne." 

After carefully examining the evidence, the President sum¬ 
moned Biddle, ordered him to get tough end do so immediately.

ALUMINUM SLOW-DOWN 

Though the great majority of labor is 100 purcent for speed¬ 
ing the war program, a recent incident at the Aluminum Corporation 
plant in Cleveland illustrates how a small group is giving a black eye 
to all of labor. 

Last week the Aluminum Company put into effect a bonus plan 
in line with Roosevelt's proposal to speed production through volun¬ 
tary incentive. 

But before the workers had a chance to try out the plan, 
they went on strike, fearing a speed-up which would force them to ac¬ 
cept faster standards of work indefinitely. 

But/ finally the workers agreed they had not given the bonus 
plan a fair trial, so they went back to work. But then they Instituted 
a definite slowdown, apparently to make sure that the bonus system 
does not work. 

As c result, two aluminum furnaces have been operating at 
only 50 percent capacity; and six others at for less. 

Meanwhile the Cleveland Ordnance District telegraphed the 
War Department in Washington: ^ 

"Union contends there is no slowdown.... Unless Delco-Remy 
Company, Anderson, Ind.j Ellison Engineering Company, Indianapolis; 
and other companies supplied by Alcoa have backlogs of material, 
which appears improbable, they will be seriously affected by this 
lPbor trouble.

Finctre, pulled a thermo couple out because he wanted furnace 
temperature to run higher. This results in inferior metal which would 
crack up in planes.

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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, one of the greatest Americans who lived at any time, and whose name will always remain livinj 
said, when the Constitution was about to be drawn, to those assembled: 

- "In whatever country Jews have settled In great numbers, they have lowered its moral tone, depreciated its commercl 
Integrity; have segregated themselves and have not been assimilated; have sneered at and tried to undermine the Christlf 
religion upon which that nation Is founded by objecting to its restrictions; have built up a State within a State; and whj 
opposed have tried to strangle that country to death financially, as in the case of Spain and Portugal. 

"For over 1700 years the Jews have been bewailing their sad fate In that they have been exiled from their homelaH 
as they call Palestine. But, gentlemen, did the world today give it to them in fee simple, they would find some coge| 
reason for not returning. Why? Because they are vampires, and vampires do not live on vampires They must subsist 
Christians and other peoples not of their race. 

"If you do not exclude them from these United States, in this Constitution, In less than 200 years they will ha| 
swarmed In such great numbers that they will devour the land, and change our form of government, for which we Arne 
leans have shed our blood, given our lives, our substance, and jeopardized our liberty. 

“If you will not exclude them, in less than 200 years our descendants will be working in the fields, while they will 
in the counting houses rubbing their hands. 

“I warn you, gentlemen, if you do not exclude them for all time, your children will curse you in your graves. Jevj 
gentlemen, are Asiatics they will never be otherwise, let them be born where they will. Their lives do not conform to 
American's, not even if they live among us ten generations. A leopard cannot change his spots. Jews are Asiatics, are 
; menace to this country if permitted entrance, and should be excluded by the Constitution.” 

(Copied from a book written by Franklin Thompson, an American New Yorker.

^Note: I do not believe that Benjamin Franklin’s speech at the time was printed in the Constitution records; however, I haj 
written to the Librarian of the Congressional Library and to the author of the book for information. 

I did not receive the desired information, but later read the same article in four different pieces of printed matter, a| 
finally found who originally wrote it. It was Mr. Charles Pinckney, a close friend of Franklin’s, also a member of 
assembly which drew the Constitution; he wrote it in his personal diary, as also other speeches. I found It in 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion when I was in Chicago last February.

: ° have to win the war for all of us. And each Englishman, Canadian, Australian would 
gain relatively the same vote as each American in deciding this with reference to Mr. 
Roosevelt.’ 

"There is the Federal Union scheme disclosed for everyone to understand. Other na* 
tions are to have the power of keeping in position a minister whcan his own nation may 
want to replace, and presumably to dismiss a minister whom his own people wish to ret air 
and the whole business Is to be arranged on the basis of the Soviet Government, Itself 
the result of an alien-inspired revolution. The scheme has only to be understood to 
recognize that an eneany has planned it. " (CBH- yes - the "enemy" of all Christendom, 
that Synagogue of Satan defined as "Organized Jewry-International Finance".)

U-boats are multiplying in the Atlantic, and tankers end food ships are being sunk in 
the Caribbean end close to the coast of America. 

"A strong French squadron, including battleships, is at Ttoulon under the command 
of Admiral Darlan, whose enmity to England has been whetted by our banb raids on Paris. 
So much for the threats overhanging us. What of our resources for meeting them? In 
this island we have millions of soldiers, few of whcm have heard a shot fired in anger 
and many of wham have not heard the explosion of a. bombl fCBH- see p.5 of B#309 - then 
realize that this underlined confiimation herein is by Capt.Bernard Acworth, D.S.O., R. 
N. "well, known (to Englishmen) by his articles in the Press and a number of books on 
naval matters...") 

"In Egypt we have an experienced army whose means of reinforcement are threatened. 
In the Middle East an army with only such war experience as was to be had in the Syrian 
and Persian incidents. These armies are also threatened with isolation. The numerical¬ 
ly enormous armies of Russia and China are separated from us by thousands of miles of 
sea, and their communications with England are liable at any moment to challenge. 

"This is a fearseme picture, but, happily, the British Navy and, we hope, the Am¬ 
erican Navy stand between the enemy and the exploitation of these terrible strategical 
opportunities. In 1797 England's danger was hardly less acute, strategically, than to¬ 
day. But in 1796 the British Navy, led by Nelson, recovered its supremacy, and by the 
great victory of the Nile defeated Napoleon's Sestem plen of campaign, which in many 
respects resembled that of Hitler's. 

"If we are, like our forefathers, to wring victory out of the dangers that threatei 
us we must act as Nelson did, and, by concentrating every available warship and putting 
an end to the dissipation of our naval forces, set right about recovering a passage for 
our troops thru the Mediterranean and denying its use to the enemy. Only by such means 
can we afford, for a short time, to disregard the Japanese threat in the Indian Ocean. 
Secure in the Mediterranean and in Egypt, we can then begin to set about dealing with 
the situation east of Suez end the Cape." 


"RUSSIAN HEROICS. That courage and vitality have been the keynote of Russian re¬ 
sistance to the Nazi onslaught is beyond question, but the sickening regularity with 
which the man-in-the-street refers to Russia as being somewhat akin to 'the man who 
would save the world' compels one to 'sit up’ and ’take note*. For twenty years or 
more Russia has had unhindered control of all the resources of thet vast country, for 
»H nroperties and wealth invested by foreogaors were confiscated after the Bolshevik

i "Thus with a c. m slate and with full control ol cheir vast man-power, every 

tunity was afforded them to build up a state almost without parallel in the world's 
tory, for their resources in minerals and other commodities were each as to make fo 
most unlimited production of the necessaries of life and materials for their defenc 
against aggression. Yet when attacked by Germany - who had already been engaged in 
strenuous warfare for two years - the Russian legions began 'a great retreat' which 
ventually brought the German army right to the gates of Moscow. A. retreat which co- 
thousands of square milesl Add to all this the twist in Russian diplomacy in sign: 
the 'Pact' with Nazi-Gormany and the great campaign in favour of 'peace at any pric< 
organised by Left-wing sympathisers in this country, and it at once becomes apparen' 
that we have nothing to applaud, but much to condemn, in Soviet dealings with 'demot 
previous to the German invasion of their territory. 

"True the entry of Russia into the cohflict has proved of inestimable velue to 
Allied cause, just as 'General Winter', aided by numerous tanks and bombers sent to 
sie by the Allies, has been the means by which the great Russian offensive was initi 
and pushed forward.

Is the one cwt. of coal per week for six w* 
in reality the thin edge of an official wedge for a late rationing during the winter * 
1942-43? And now further cuts in the food rations are announced. If the reduced foot 
rations are to remain for the duration of the war, even if they are not in due course 
further reduced, the combined effect of less food and firing may so injure public vitt 
ity as to make us the ready hosts of pestilence, even if it be not the actual cause ol 
pestilence. (CBH- Rationing system now being installed in PSA, not for sugaralone; ali 
recall earlier AID! warnings re epidemics, etc.) There may be no limit to the politic 
docility of the British Public, but to imagine that Nature will show a like docility n 
be playing with fire.

Foregoing from THB PATRIOT (London), founded in Febr.1922 by the 8th Duke of North¬ 
umberland, K. G., in view of parallel actions taking place in USA, should serve as warn¬ 
ing to Christian Anericans. Vigilance is not only the price of liberty, but today of 
victory. THE PATRIOT goes thru both British and USA malls, the issue Just quoted from, 
reaching me today - "Passed Free of Duty U.S.Custome, Omaha, Nebr." Yet we now have the 
spectaole in USA of greater censorship being applied to our press than now exists in 
England, which truly is in denger, and which has been at war 6ince Sept.3, 19391 
SOCIAL JUSTICE and other publications similar to THE PATRIOT have not only been denied 
our mails but have been forced out of existence.

'Yet Christ, 
the fiery rebel, the fiendish hater, the wild mob-orator, has been indulgently over¬ 
looked by most (not by all) religious historians’ (p.57).. In healing the daughter of 
the Canaanite (Matt.xv.22-28), 'Christ, Nazi-Christ,' writes Dr.Levy, * condescended to 
apply his power of healing to a "Non-Aryan" dog or bitch* (pp.119,120).,. Dr.Levy ele¬ 
gantly terms a Christian 'a believer bom and bred, botched and bungled' (p.61) and the 
Founder of Christianity 'this minor specimen of Jewry' (p.69), 'an illuminate Jew* (p.6l) 
'the Damon whom Christendom honours' (p.88), 'the Bolshevik of Bethlehem' and 'the Nazi 
of Nazareth' (p.139)... Luther, ., 'with a tongue as foul as Christ's* (p.70).. Marx. .. 
’most Christlike of Hebrews', filled with the Holy Ghost 'up to the brim' (p.131)..."

In this connection it is noted that according to the Quarterly Beport 
on Subversive Activities in the U. S. dated ITovenber 15, 1941, volume 3, Page 
798, Dr. NEUMANN JLBOLDT was born in Berlin, Germany, June 24, 1856, and came 
to the United States with his parents in 1865. He graduated fro:’. Medical College 
of New York University in 1879, and is a neriber of various medical societies, 
including the German Medical Society of New York. He retired from active prac¬ 
tice in 1929, spends his summers at his home at 121 Westchester Avenue, White 
Plains, New York, and his winters at Hotel Albemarle, St. Petersburg, Florida.. 

Be is said to be a voluntary German propagandist, and since the first world war 
he mokes a practice of tucking a piece of propaganda material into all his 
correspondence.

During the recent Presidential elections he was a bitter 
antagonist of Prei Rooseielt and sent all kinds of 
Wilkie literature. He also had my name enrolled on a 
list receiving german propaganda before these agencies 
were stopped by the FBI.

He stated that one of hiB very closest friends is Mrs. LESLIE FRY, 
whose reel name is Madame PACQjJITiJi^ie SHISBMAREFF, who formerly resided in 
Los Angeles, California. He stated also that he had heard that Mrs."FEY had 
registered with the State Department under both these names. However, when 
questioned as to the reason for this, he then stated that she had not regis¬ 
tered at the State Department but had been subpoenaed before the Dies Committee. 
He stated that she iB the author of 1 "Waters Flowing Eastward" and that she 
also had made up a chart which listed the leading radicals and organizations 
in the United States. He said that Mrs. FEY had paid his expenses to attend 
a convention at Los Angeles, California in August 1932, and that members of 
the German American Bund were also present at thi 6 meeting. She also paid 
his expenses to Kansas City, Missouri when he attended the American Christian 
Conference in August 1937. which conference was sponsored by the Militant 
Christian Patriots; and that Mr 6 . FRY had paid his expenses to attend other 
meetings. He advised that he had been distributing her bulletins and pamphlets 
for several years, and that he has sold her chart for $1 a piece end has remitted 
to her 77^ for each chert. He claims thet he does not know her present where¬ 
abouts. 


Subject also stated that he had received a letter from some person ' i , 
whom he believed t o be Mrs. FRY'S^son, en d who lives at Hollywood, California.yj) 
This individual iand is still' living at Hollywood.

HUDSON was very vague as to his finances, but said thet he had been 
distributing pamphlets for Mrs. ELIZABETa'DILLING, and received a small profit 
on these, and that he made a little moneyVfrom his publication, "America in 
Danger", but that altogether he just made his living expenses and no more. He 
advised that he has no bank account. He did admit that he now and then 
receives contributions up to $100 from people who believe in hiB work, but he 
would not state who these people are. 


Concerning his views, Subject advised that while he feels sorry for 
the Jew 6 because they are of mixed blood and consequently vile, he iB not going 
to let hiB sympathy prevent him from exposing their aim to gain control of the 
world by any means whatever. He said, "Hitler is as vile as Roosevelt because 
he,is a stooge for the Jews also . 11 He went on to explain that while Hitler 
has kept all his promiBeB to the German people, and'that the German people are 
well fed and that there is no unemployment there; nevertheless. Hitler id 
under the domination of WARBURG, an international financier. He also stated 
that Hitler had sent many Jews from Germany to the United States because he 
had received orders to do so, inasmuch be the Jews would be safer in the United 
States from bombing than in Germany. The reason, he 6 eid, that so many British 
were able to escape from Dunkirk was that many Jewish refugees were present 
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there at that time, end the German Government had orders not to bomb them. 
Subject expressed great contempt for President RooBevelt, Btating'that he 
had broken more promises than any leader in the history of the world. In 
his opinion, Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin, and President Roosevelt are all 
stooges of the International Jewe conspiracy and each one has hie part to 
perform. He also advised that the B'Nai B'Rith is a world spy organization, 
and has spies planted even in the P3I.

Subject claimed that on his return from Washington, D. C. after he 
had testified before the Federal Grand Jury there in April 19^2, he had 
visited his printer and had told him to destroy the plate which had been used 
to print the 2,000 "V" cards ordered by him, and that he had ascertained that 
this plate had been destroyed. 


Subject was very vague in answering definite questions, but talked 
at great length about the Jewish conspiracy, end yet he claimed that he was 
not anti-Semitic but merely realized the true factors behind the present war. 
He predicted that great epidemics would 6weep over the country inasmuch as 
the Jews were going to spread diseases just as he said they did during the 
first World War and so many people died of influenza. 

Subject also advised that Mrs. ELIZABETH DILLING i6 one of his good 
friends, and that he had contributed material for the book entitled, "The 
Octopus", of which Mrs. DILLING is the author. 


He stated that he realizes he is dealing with dynamite in his 
propaganda work, but that he and others engaged in like work must go on to 
teach the truth.

"There has never 
been but one problem in all civilization, how to prevent a few men from saying to many 
nan, you work and earn bread, and we will eat it. " Tho quality of that humble wisdom 
seen in these pregnant words: "Thore is an important senso in which the Govt 1 b distinct| 
frcm the Administration. One is perpetual, the other temporary and changeable. A nan 
may be loyal to his Govt end yot oppose the poculiar principles and methods of the AdminJ 
istrotion. " (Jsn.12,1848) "Tho people are the rightful masters of both the Congress 
the Courts... not to overthrow tho Constitution, but to overthrow the men who pervert il 
... This country, with its institutions, belongs to the people who inhabit it. Whenevei 
they shall grew weary of the existing Qovt they can exercise their constitutional right 
of amending it, or their revolutionary ri$it to dismember or overthrow it." 

"Was Abraham Lincoln merely playing with words when he used the above language and 
the destiny of his country hung in the balance, or was he clearing up tremendously inpci 
tant distinctions on which the citizens of this Republic quite generally have been diseJ 
trously confused during recent years? Tho members of the Grand Army of tho Republic haq 
sufficient character to be faithful to their solemn oath, I pledge allegiance to the 
flag of the UnitedStates of Aaerica, and to tho REPUBLIC for which it stands; those whe I 
died on the battlefields of Vicksburg and Gettysburg while defending the Constitution 
the UnitedStates courageously discharged the duties of citizens, - in full. Flag and 
Constitution have travelled side by aide. They will stay up or go down together." 
(excerpts from letter by J.J.Fleck. 6-5-42, to industrialists, Congressmen, et al.) 

Lead editorial from THE PATRIOT (London, 5-7-42) throws much light on parallel pro] 
paganda, plans, and plight of patriots in England & USA: "ONE-SIDED PLANNING. The May 
Day (CEH- Communist Labor Day) manifesto of the Natl.Council of Labour is a cunning pie<| 
of propaganda. It is in reality a call to tho workers to unite in the class war, of 
which Karl Marx (CEH- Jew) was on early advocate, but it Is disguised in language which 
might well make the unwary think that it was a call for unity of tho nation to fight a- 
gainst ’the Nazi and Fascist States.' In this document tho war is depicted as if it

What the®^gnatorias of this manifest? wi.Mkaot make clear is that 
the tyranny now in power in rormany - and, it might be added, Soviet Russia - has de¬ 
veloped just from such a Socialist regime as our Socialists approve, but, lost this 
should be too easily recognised, it is more usual for our chief opponents in this war to 
be labelled Fascist, which, as a matter of fact, in its original conception in Italy did 
secure equal representation for the workers with the managements of industry. But that 
did not prevent one-man control, any more than the National Socialism of Qermany prevent¬ 
ed Hitler coming to power, and it is quite certain that with the Socialists installed 
here it would bo an end to the system of democracy for which wo are generally believed 
to be fighting. 

"As a natter of feet, it is anything but a trie system of democracy for which the 
Socialists stand, and Ur.Jack Thnner, Pres* of the itoalgamatad Engineering Union, at the 
recent Conference of Management Assns., was quite explicit on the aim when he said:- 
'I tell you frankly that one of the objects of my own Union is the control of industry 
by the workers in the interests of the ccmnunity.'•.•• 

"There is no doubt that the Socialists and Communists in the workshops are, under 
cover of war conditions, trying to lay the foundations of a new order based upon Workers’ 
control with the management in subjection* As the correspondent of the TRIBUNE puts it:- 
'It is on the production front more than on the Parliamentary front that Socialism will 
be shaped. It is in the workshops and in the factories, in the mines and in transport, 
that Socialists are made, that the workers fit themselves for Socialism, And the union 
ore the basic means to this Socialist end. The unions have a future, because the futur 
is first and foremost with them.' 

"It is on the various committees now being formed - Production Committees, Workshop 
Cocmittees, Shop Stewards’ Committees - that the Socialists pin their faith in securing 
their aim, which is State ownership of industry under workers’ control, and it is being 
worked out by this section of the population when all the best elements are Intent on 
one thing - the winning of the war.••• 

"Hitherto it has been the custom to accept the idea that the world has been divided 
into the ’Haves and Have Nots’, but now, presumably as a result of the war and the desire 
to have a 'new order', there has been produced a new division, ’ The Planners and the 
Planned For* . The strongo part about this is that there are people who seriously expect 
that those who in advance are branded and 'planned for' will fight and saorifice every¬ 
thing they have got in order to provide the Planners with the moans of governing them, 
regardless of their wishes. For instance, we read that girls of IB, tho not eligible 
yet for war work, will not be free henceforth to take any job except thru the Ministry 
of Labour. We also road that it is intended to register women up to 51. presumably bo 
as to be able to control their existence. Then we havo a Minister urging the sacrifice 
of our best young lives, 'violently', 'recklessly', and at the sane time Sir Stafford 
Cripps (CEH- Red in key position in Churchill's Cabinet, bellyhooed to succeed Winston) 
broadcasts:- 'Nationally end internationally we want to see a world consciously planned 
for better standards of living for the great masses of the peoples.

HE JEWISH EXAMINER 6-19-42 editorial: "Tho Tilna massacre story, with its stupefy¬ 
ing excess of blood-letting (CBK- nothing ov3r said about 30,000,000 liquidated in USSR) 
underscores tho oath of vengeance Soviet Jewry will take noxt Monday on the first anni¬ 
versary of the Na 2 i onslaught against Russia. It is a grimly emotional vow of boundless 
sacrifice tho Jews of Soviet Russia have made and they call in stirring words to the 
Jewries of the rost of tho world to dedicate themselves with the same uncompromising, 
unswerving intensity of purpose to tho extermination of nazism. Our response, and that 
of nil tho free Jewish communities to whom tho Soviet Jews direct their fervid plea, 
must be writ large in letters of flaming, inextinguishable passion... It is well for nil 
of us Jews to engrave in our hearts tho words of tho Soviot message that ’responsibility 
for tho existence of the Jewish people lies with all Jews collectively as with every 
Jew individually. 

THE JEWISH PRESS 6-26-42 editorial: . The Inter-American Jewish Council, held in 

Baltimore about six months ago, linked us with our brethren in Central and South .Ameri¬ 
can countries. The War Bnergency Conference of the Jewish Congress, hold in Chicago 
the middle of May, clearly delineated the fronts upon which .American Jowry must fight 
both nationally and internationally. Hie Advisory Council on European Jewish Affairs, 
which cot in NewYorkCity the forepart of Juno, finally links the Jows of Europe with 
Jowry of the Western Hemisphere. Since all throe gatherings took place in the United 
States, they complement 3ach other in the effect thoy nay have upon American Jowry, 
among whom tho solid and united front for world Jewish co-rosponsibility is yet to bo 
built... May it bo granted to us tho vision, tho courage and the realistic grasp of 
historic events and problems to play a positive and constructive role in tho redomption 
of Israel and of mankind on a global scclel ’ » Vftio is behind worldwide dictatorships??? 

Cleveland papers of 6-24-25-42 had pictures and big writeups about City Council 
there being called upon to pass legislation barring Gerald L.K.Smith, candidate for US 
Senate, from speaking in Public Hall. Councilmen Louis A.Weinberg and Solomon Jaffe ^ - 
voted in favor of such denial of freedom of speech. A lecturer whom I exposed several 
years ago whan she was in Omaha, a Mrs.Dorothy Fuldhelm. spoke on behalf of such legist 
lation. Mayor F. J.Lausehe announced his policy unchanged - that Smith may not appear ' 
for a speech at Public Hall, yet the United Mothors may hold their meetings, but with 
his spies to report theroon. Council cnllod for polico to clear their chamber whon 
some of these Mothors objected to another proponent for above legislation, a Sylvoster 
McMahon, calling them "seditious", and saying: "Wo have enough lamp posts in America to 
hang ell those un-patriots from". Knowing well the fine Christian lady who is head of 
that Mothers group, Mrs.David Stanloy, I agroe with Garold L.K.Smith's reported remark: 
"Cleveland is becoming an island of extravagances in some fields. If we look like a 
seditious throng, God save Americal" 

Noting tho efforts to provent Christian Americans from being olected to koy posi¬ 
tions in our Govt (soo previous issues of AIDJ), how significant the appointments to 
key positions in the administration of regimentation, censorship, relief of dependents. 
Bonder if any of thorn could over win an election? Herbert Bayard Swope . Asst.Chmn. of 
War Industries Bd in Y.’orldWnrl, er.d occupier of other key appointments, on 6-18-42 was 
appointed "export Consultant” (CBH- undoubtedly Political Commissar as in Russia) to 
Maj. Gon.Alexander D. Surles. in War Dept. Bureau of public Relations. On eano day 
Pros.Roosovelt nominated Abe Fortas, 32-year-old director of Harold Ickes ' Interior Dept, 
power division - to be Underseerotcry of tho Interior. Ho hes boon employed by NUDKAL 
since 1933, soon after he graduated from Yale. 

Elmer Davis, admittedly without executive experience, is made Director of tho Of¬ 
fice of War Information, while Milton Eisenhower is announced by White House as Davis’ 
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assistant, has been ch y the V/ar Relocation Authorit, d for years public relations 
chief at the Agriculture uept., which had the most extensi information service of any 
Washington agency until establishment of OWI on Sunday 6-1-1-42. 

Maj.Gen.Irving J.Phillipson, exec.dir. of Axmy Relief Fund, hands out about 
0100,000 per mo. to relieve distress of military personnel and their dependents thru 
short-term emergency relief in form of money, by loans, by eid in kind, including fuel, 
mediccl and dental care, hospitalization, assistance in securing pensions, compensation, 
insurance and allotments, and thru information, consultant, placement and supervisory 
services. None of the press releases mentioned that Swope, Fortas, and Phillipson are 
Jews. I don’t know about the others. Items taken from June 18 end 20 Washington pa¬ 
pers. Note the key positions those named occupy - all without being elected. Note, 
too, that Jewish Van.C.Bullitt. 6-24-42, was made Spl.Asst. to Secy of Navy, Knox. 

CON®.R3C0RD 6-27-42, p.A2663, in re food problem p.l hereof: " Mr.Case of So. 
Dak. Mr.Speaker, in response to the problem created by the drafting of farm labor, it 
has been suggested that the problem is one for the local draft boards and can.be handled 
by them. That does not answer the problem. Vflien theso boards aro called on for so many 
men, they think it is up to them to fill the cell. The boys who ore in lino do not 
want to ask for deferment; they do not went to appear in an unpatriotic light; they * 

think if they are called, thoy should go, and if thoy should stay at heme to handle 
their crops, the Govt should rocognize that fact and defer them automatically until the 
crop is harvested at least. As evidence that there is a real problem at this point, 
and that failure to solvo it is creating a regrottable situation in more ways than one, 
damaging to the war effort, I place in the RECORD an editorial from the Belle Fourche 
(s.Dak.) POST of June 19, 1942....." 


CQNGR.R3C0RD 6-26-42, p.A2650: " Mr.Rankin of Miss. Mr.Speaker, we gethor from 
the press that the Communists in NowYork aro new petitioning Wendell L.Willkie to run 
for Governor on the Republican ticket. I am sure Mr.Yiillkia's brief which he filed in 
the Supreme Court of the United States recently will secure many signers of his petit¬ 
ion among those fellow travelers. In that brief he argued that a man should not be re¬ 
fused citizenship because he is a Communist. Atty. Qenl. Biddle points out that the Com¬ 
munist Party in America is dedicated to tho overthrow and destruction of the Govt, of 
the U.S. According to Mr.Willkie’s brief, that should not bar him from becoming a 
citizen of the U.S. 

"Now IvIr.Y/illkis has joined the Communists in what they call their anti-Jim Crow 
fight, thru which they are trying to stir up race trouble all over the country and es¬ 
pecially thruout the South. His picture with a Negro woman appears in today’s issue of 
PM, the uptown edition of the Communist DAILY WORKER, which is being financed by Mar¬ 
shall Field 3rd, out of his swollen fortune that has boon so successful in escaping 
taxation. Above this picturo of Y/illkie and the Negro woman is the heading, ’Mayor, 
Yiillkie Joins Fight on Jin Crow Patriotism* together with a cbpy of Mr. Willkie’s pledge 

"I suppose that carries with it a dedication of Mr.Willkie to the fight now being 
waged by PM to compel tho American Red Cross to r,enove the labels from the blood it is 
storing up for our woundod boys in this war, so that it would not show-whether it was 
taken from a white person, a Negro, or a Japanese. 

"Maybe Mr.Willkie will now join Marshall Field in his frantic efforts to get 
Ingersoll. the editor of PM, exempted from the draft. 

"I want to repeat again and again and again that theso Communists and their fellow 
travelers, and all who aid and abet then in stirring up race trouble at this tine, and 
especially thruout the South, are merely using the Negroes to further their selfish or 
subversive ends. The people of the South are bending every effort to aid in this war, 
and thoy resent these attempts on the part of a few Communists, politicians, crackpots, 
and parlor pinks to stir up rrco trouble, from which tho Negroes will ultimately be the 
greatest sufferers., these subversive elements., are tho worst enemies Negroes aver had. 

C0NGR.RECORD 6-25-42, p.A2599: " Mr.Plumley of Vermont. .. Ritile, fumbling, ill- 
conceived, and worse-considered efforts of a would-be dictator not big enough for his 
job, obsessed by his egotistic, exaggerated idea of his own importance - that is Hender¬ 
son. . . ought to know enough to resign before he is kicked out.

SAC Rhodes of the Omaha Fie ld Office ad vised, in response M i 88 Gandy - 
to an earlier call from Super visor^SHii^H that he had made a h'lr" 
review of the file on the above named individual and that there ^ 
is no Indication that he has been used as a confidential informant, a 
source of Information, or that any complimentary statements have ever been 
made to him by any of the Agents in the office. He advised that this in¬ 
dividual has only been dealt with in connection with official investigations 
and that when he has been contacted he has been held at arm* b length. 

Mr. Rhodes further advised that Hudson has sent hie paper, America 
in Danger, to the Omaha Field Office every week since laBt summer without 
any solicitation having been made from the Omaha Field Office. This paper 
was forwarded to the Bureau. The paper had also been subscribed to by the 
Omaha Field Office through a confidential informant. 

Mr. Rhodes knows that the subject has had some contacts with 0-2, but 
he does not know how often or in what connection euch contacts were made. 

The subject, about two years,ago, gave a list of Communists to the Chief of 
Detectives in Omaha. 


Mr. Rhodes advised that he knowe the subject when he eees him and has 
"passed the time of day with him" when meeting him, but emphasised that the 
subject has always been held at arm* s lerigth by that office and hae only been 
dealt with on an official basis.

As for his cooperation with the Military Intelligence Service, 
it is known that he has had some contacts with G-2, tut the extent and 
nature of these contacts are not known to this Bureau. 

As you will recall, Hudson has been engaged in publishing the 
mimeographed pamphlet "America In Danger" at Omaha, Nebraska, since 1938. 
This publication is a crudely edited news sheet consisting of from eight 
to fifteen pages published weekly. The copyhead describes it as a weekly 
expose of un-Americanism in education, finance, labor, politics and 
religion. This publication has continually published material caustically 
criticizing President Roosevelt's Administration, blaming the Jewish race 
for all the evil of the world, deriding labor organizations and attempting 
to discredit various governmental agencies including the FBI.

SUMMONED AGAIN. Flash! Late today I was again invited by the President of the 
United States to appear before the Federal Grand Jury at Washington, D.C., at 10 AM on 
June 18, meeting on 3rd Floor of Municipal Court Bldg. Have wired for reservation at 
the Hotel Plaza, Washington, D. C. Walter 7,’inchell , Sun. nigRt, said Mrs. Dilling and 
Col.Sanctuary were likewise summoned. Wonder who else will be there? 

THE PATRIOT (London) 5-14-42: (lead editorial): "The recent batch of by-elect¬ 
ion results does seem to show a change in public opinion and gives an indication that 
the people are refusing any longer to consider the Government as infallible. That is 
all to the good, for too many mistakes have been made in this war, and the reaction in 
such places as Grantham, Rugby, and Wallasey would appoar to be that the people are toF 
ing the only meens which they have to express their dissatisfaction. And so the Goverr 
mont nominees in these plccos woro turned down and independents elected. (CBH- midwest 
primary elections in North - no contests in South - showed parallel results in USA.) 



"In addition to disquiet as to the waging of the war there is undoubtedly growing 
up in the constituencies the feeling that there is nothing democratic about the working 
of the party machine. Mr. W. J. Brown, the new member for Rugby, has stated that 'You 
cannot become an officially endorsed Labour candidate without first promising, in 
writing, that you will never vote against the decision of the Parliamentary Labour 
Party,' and quite rightly, he calls that the death-knell of Representative Pnrlin 
mentary democracy. The Conservative candidate, too, once elected, is expected to ac¬ 
cept the party Y/hip, a systam now so developed as absolutely to destroy ell initiative 
on the part of mombors. In spite of these sigis of revolt in the constituencies, it 
has been stated in the Press that there is n movement on foot to increase the power 
which the Conservative Control Office has to select candidates. That would be another 
blow at independence, .and should bring the existing regional system of representation 
into moro discredit than ever by its neglect of particular local intorosts. 


"In Putney the Conservative Central Office may consider that a sign has been given 
that the Conservative candidate, despite his being tied hand and foot, is coming once 
more into favour. But it is doubtful if that is a correct interpretation. The course 
of the Putney election was entirely changed by the letter which Mr.Churchill sent to th 
Conservative candidate in the closing stages of 'the campaign. In this letter Captain 
Berhard Acworth (CBK- see his statement in B#310 that England has "millions of soldiers 
few of wham have heard a shot fired in anger and many of whom have not heard the ex¬ 
plosion of a bomb"), who stood as a National Independent intent on prosecuting the i 
war with the utmost vigour, was accused of being a defeatist because he outlined in a 
memorandum sent last February to members of Parliament how, under existing conditions), 
we were likely to lose our eastern sea bases, as has largely happened in the interven¬ 
ing three months, and might have to face, in bringing about a settlement in the FarEast 
'some small territorial sacrifice’. To suggest under the circumstances that Captain 
Acworth is a defeatist seems grossly unfair, but that the Prime Ministe3^J$4j£^p had a 
great effect on the Putney voting cannot be doubted. ' ' / 

"It was, however, as one wise man at Putney remarked when the result was declare^ 
a case of ’Truth forever on the scaffold, Wrong forever on tho throne,’ 
but that nearly 3,000 voters at Putney objected to a combination of Conservatives^ C<( 

munists, Socialists, and Liberals is an indication tthat in such a strong old indopendu, 
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of thought does exist.'***Ai a. /it be 'understood'that tnTs .^id^endeqbe derives'not 
tfom war weariness but from a detennination to have the best men selected in this cris¬ 
is of the nation’s life. If Captain Acworth at Putney was critical of -hie Prime Minis¬ 
ter, it was a criticism at the retention of too mucfc of the direction of the war in the 
hands of one man, and he advocated that the functions of the Prime Minister and of the 
Minister of Defence should be separated. In this view he has the backing of many mem¬ 
bers of the House of Lords, as shown elsewhere in this issue, and these are all the lit’ 
tie grains of mustard seed which may so grow as to help in bringing about the perfect 
arrangement for winning the war.” 


(CBH- in vlow of various tactics being used to discredit and try to defeat certain 
patriotic Congressmen whose sole effort, where criticism is indulged in, is to prosecut 
quick and successful winning of the war, note the likelihood, based on past experience, 
of similar pressure here, as was done by our President's counterpart in England.) 


THE PATRIOT (same issue): "THE DRIFT TO SOCIALISM. The Socialist tendencies of th 
new Archbishop of Canterbury have long been obvious, and on 3 Kay at Manchester he an¬ 
nounced his ideas of social reform after the war, but they are reforms which belong ‘ 
largely to the Socialist Party; in fact, he declared that 'he did not seo anything in¬ 
compatible between economic Communism and Christianity.' Yet Communism (not altered by 
calling it economic) is wholly based on covetousness, and the distinct teaching of the 
Tenth Commandment and of Article 38 of tho Thirty-nine Articles is against such ideas.

"Dr. Garbott, the Archbishop-elect of York, judging by what he said at Winchester oi 
6 May, also soens to think Socialism will bonofit the country, tho it must be added tha 
ho did stress tho ideal of service to the State by all. The usual Socialist view is fo: 
one section of the peoplo to be bled white for tho bonofit of another, in spite of the 
statement made by Dr.Blunt, Bishop of Bradford, that 'Communism only meant tho attempt 
to generate in the whole community a sonse of community duty.' ..."

Uonder if successor to Homer .Anderson at Denver (see B#312 how St.Louis trying to 
get rid of him) parallels that of his successor at Omaha. I know of one fine Christian 
teacher whom I had known for many years, who resigned rather than put up with socialistic 
trends forced upon our educators by ex-Supt.Anderson and his fellow-Coloradoan-successor 
Hobart M.Coming, who seemingly had outworn his usefulness at Colorado Springs before 
coming to Omaha. Following excerpts from letter written to a Christian patriot, a per¬ 
fect stranger who had espoused causo of a school toachor who had boon jailed at Denver - 
and smeared in tho press as "seditious”: 

".... There is a God and Christ Jesus too, and Ha must bo reflected in you. Letters 
from my dearest wife and three daughters - Lucile 16, Patricia 14, and Diane 5 have moved 
me deeply, but when an unexpected message like yours is received after 61 days of incar¬ 
ceration, it is difficult to find adequate words which express such joy.... You probably 
know that because I wouldn't resign - like many have been nicely asked to do - I vvas dis¬ 
missed on the grounds of incompetency etc. from the Denvor schools after 12 years of 
teaching health education. 'They' may have instigated this chargo of ’sedition' and 
•unAmoricanism’. 

"After this I was led to trying to make a living selling paint and then magazines 
for McGraw-Hill Publishing Co.... I was getting along well so was given the state of Mon¬ 
tana, when I was picked up by groat surpriso on March 28th. I had notified the Select¬ 
ive Sorvico Board where I would bo so that angle was taken core of, or there might have 
been othor criminal chargos against mo. 

"Briefly, after making propor arrangements, I made a trip to Lowry Field on Jan. 

31st to sell magazines and succeeded in closing an Aviation Club of about 25 members... 

It so happened that someone suggested that I go to the B. 0. Q. and contact tho officers 
there. This I did and took orders fran Lieut... and about half a dozen more at tho 
Bachelors Officers' Quarters. 

"Naturally, to arouse interest in the magazine one talks about vital interests to 
the prospective customer. A discussion followed not only concerning aviation, but pro¬ 
phecy, the Pyrcmid of Gizeh, politics, apparent causes of war, the Bible, current topics, 
etc. Hie first point of interest was about the need of n fine magazine to keep them in¬ 
formed on airplane developments ns an aid to winning tho war. We kidded about the ground 
mon knowing a lot about flying and hov/ it should bo done whilo tho actual pilot that I 
was talking to wanted to loam more about tho engine, etc. etc. Thoy are fine follows 
and I told thorn so. 


"It might be that Lt..... and other witnesses only heard a part of the discussion 
and then concluded after a month and a half hnd elapsed that I was unAnorican and a 
'seditionist*. If I or same of the officors mentioned things about the International¬ 
ists, it was to find out tho cause of things. Tfooy and all of us ore interested to know 
if there is an invisiblo government with sinister motives behind Hitler, Mussolini, tho 
Japs or oven President Roosevelt. 

"At any rate, I have a strong fooling that our Constitutional form of government 
and tho Bill of Rights must bo preserved, for if tho Father of our Country wished to have 
it continued there was r. reason for his Vision. Frankly, I nm 100$ for our republican 
form of government, and the Third Vision of Goorgo jVashington has spiritual sigiiflcance. 
When the people awoken spiritually God will see to it that American ideals end institu¬ 
tions 'are preserved. You are right in surmising that I didn’t use Force or even per¬ 
suasion. We Just had a general discussion fran information gathered from many sources. 
The conclusion was, "Now that wo are in the war, what can wo do about it?" One of the 
officers or I answered, "Wo hova to win", and I said the sane. 

"It was kind of Judge J. Foster Symes to reduce tho bond to $1,500. Down here they 
sing his praises to the last man. I_ would be indobtod to my dying day to a. couple of 
fearless persons who would sign my Bond. It is a shame that people are intimidated eo 
easily. I wouldn't havo believed that I only had one friend - and that Is you - to be 
willing to stand for truth and righteousness and do Bcoething about lt...... 

"Used to bo n member of the Plymouth Congregational, Divine Science, and Episcopal 
Churches and frequented many others hare in Denver, but not q word or an inkling of the 
desire to help from ray of them.... Thankfully yours, (signed) Rudolph Fahl.” 


C.Schrooder of Denver, to whom above letter was written, reports in part: "It took 






a jury 45 mins, to re ‘4JY> guilty' verdict, in tht. G c the U.i.Govt. against 
Rndolph Fahl on alleged sedxtibn charges, /ifter 2^-months in jail... admitted most 
of the allegations with which he was charged... that he had said to Lowry Field'off icers 
and personnel where he solicited subscriptions for an aeronautical journal.... 

"Judge Foster Symes, in his charge to the juiy maintained that they should look 
dispassionately on this case, war or no war. lie still have rights to opinions and ri^its 
to speak them in discussions of a scholastic nature and that the jury should determine 
first what he did say and to weigh that carefully. Secondly, after having these state¬ 
ments it was then up to the jury to determine whether these statements were made in an 
attempt to create dissent ion among them, the personnel, and to consider also that after 
Ifris discussion most, or a majority of the personnel had still subscribed to Mr.Fahl’s 
magazines which thoy -would not hc.ve been likely to do had they deemed thesa statements 
so treasonous or seditious, and that tho jury in this case would be the sole judge and 
only Judgo as to whether this man would bo sentenced to tho penitentiary or whether he 
would be turned froo to continue his work ns a citizen.... 

"The trial was not advertised in tho press with the result that there were not over 
0 or 10 persons to hear it... Mr.Fnhl had much evidence at hand as to the sources of 
his knowledge, but did not introduce it because it did not seem necessary. He was high 
in his praise of the courtesies extended to him by the personnel of Lowry Field, during 
his testimony. He praised the scholastic ability and knowledge of socialism and com¬ 
munism of these college men that comprised the officers of the Air Corps. Judge Symes 
asked the jury also to renenber and take note of all the behavior and straight-forward 
attitude of the defendant and of the witnesses present... 

"The entire trial was quietly, deliberately paced.... The jury was composed of a 
very cosmopolitan group of businessmen, salesmen, farnors and a ranch hand, a tall strap¬ 
ping cowboy with high-heeled boots,.... Mrs.Fahl was there to deliver her resounding 
kiss and a fow tears of happiness for a fitting climax to tho trial after two months 
of separation.... Tho trial was a pleasing testimony of true American justice and a 
credit to judgo and Jury and the Western idools of freedom for which apparontly we are 
fighting. We hope that you can publish this as my observation of this trial..." 

WASHINGTON. Typical of accuracy of Walter Winchell* s "smear" campaign over 
radio and In press, Mrs.Billing was not before the Grand Jury last Thurs. and Friday. 

Col.5.N.Sanctuary, author of over 500 Christian and patriotic songs, Pres, of a Mission, 
former oil company executive, personnel officer in WorldV/arl, 72 years old, and author 
of several books, most recent THE TALMUD UNMASKED. was there and due to bo back again 
this week, as were editors of THE X-RAY of Muncio, Ind. end THE NEYiYOHK ENQUIRER - 
Messrs, courtland Asher and Vito. Griffin respectively editors, and Newton Jenkins of Chi¬ 
cago, author of I'VE GOT THE REMEDY. 

Then I introduced myself around the waiting room, it was agreed that I had never 
met before Messrs. Asher, Qaiffin or Jenkins, and that I had not corresponded with Mr. 
Gfriffin, and that I had neither met nor corresponded with "The Russian Mystery Man" 
George Jamhar Djamgaroff . of whom Dillard Stokes in WASHINGTON POST (Inti.Financier 
E.Meyer. editor-publisher, who has W500,000. libel suit filed against him for Stokes' 
snesrs of Geo.E.Sullivan, author of THE ROAD TO VICTORY) 6-19-42 reports: 

. Special Prosecutor William Power Maloney said Djamgaroff was regarded as a 
vital witness in the grand jury's investigation of enemy propagandists and their Amer¬ 
ican stoogos who fonont disunity and disloyalty. Tho result of Djamgaroffs testi¬ 
mony in_ bohalf_ of the Government, Maloney said, will become evident 'in due time'.." 

For a self-proclaimed authority, on Communism, it is strange that none of us had 
ever heard of this "Russian Mystery I.Ian" before. 

G.H.Williams of Herald Publishing Co., which Stokes says prints Dr.Winrod's monthly 
magazine, THE DEFENDER, in Nov/ton, Kans., also shook hands and stated he had neither mot 
nor corresponded with no before. Tho last nan in tho room refused to shake hands with 
me saying that he didn't believe I would want to in view of the things I had printed 
about him. I didn't rocall over having not him. Then ho said I had sGen him at the 
Omaha Chamber of Ccmnorco dinner. "Oh!.", I said, "You must bo tho fellow who was going 
to expose me, but when you saw me standing in plain sight, you flopped. You had just 
boon run out of an American Legion meeting in Lincoln where my friends had gotten onto 
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you. You know, there /-Refugees’ here that I heV^' * )ise for at all." He 

ha.d nothing more to say. 1 -' w it. -as John C.Metcalf , the "refuse--'troiii Germany who for 
a short time had been an investigator for the Dies Committee , and then travelo^^rs^Cnd 
U3A capitalizing on that connection in lectures before all kinds of audiences. I under¬ 
stand he "whispered" to certain big businessmen here that "Hudson’s stuff comes from 
Europe" - honce I must be a dangerous Nazi-Bolshovik. I had boon exposing this "refugee" 
back in 1039 and 1940. For soma reason Stokes ’ papor didn't comment on Metcalf's testi¬ 
mony before the Grand Jury. 


Stokes, however, did repeat his old smear, linking mo with splendid patriotic Chris¬ 
tians, Congressmen Clare E.Hoffman and Roy 0.Woodruff, again misnaming Hoffman's Congress 
ional Record speeches "DON'T HAUL DOWN THE STARS AND STRIFES”, with the smoar title of 
"ROOSEVELT IS A JUDAS". Stokes said in part: . Rocently Hudson has obtained copies 

of a speech in the House, in which Repr.Roy 0.woodruff (Republican) of Michigan quoted 
oxtonsive criticism of the Administration's conduct of the war from George Peek and 
others. Liko Hudson’s copies of the 'Roosevelt is a Judas* speech, the copies of the 
Woodruff speech wore produced by the Government Printing Office. Hudson mailed out 
the V/oodruff speech with a copy of a letter in which a woman claimod the nation was 
being betrayed by men in high office..." 

Stokes failed to state that both speech reprints were "not printed at Govt expense". 
Or that I had paid for stamps, envelopes, Gtc. 

I know of at least 3 publishers who received, like I did, unsolicited subscriptions 
from one " Jefferson Breem" at 3917 Penna.Avo.S.E., Washington, D.C. I couldn’t find 
any "Jefforson Breem", but I did find a Dillard Stokes at that addressl Ihen I read 
this "ABUSED LIBERTY" editorial in THE WASHINGTON POST 4-11-42; 

"... (roferring to my arrost, the "Africa Is Not Icolnnd 1 ' card, my moiling of Ropr. 
Hoffman's spooches, otc.)... And whon Congressmen stoop to the level of evon permitting 
their facilities to bo used by those purveyors of hate, distrust and suspicion, they 
oc.rn the contempt of the American people. We are ploasod to noto that the special 
grand jury is probing deopor into this subversive business, and that the investiga¬ 
tions of Dillard Stokes, one of our own reporters. are o_ chief sourco of the ovidence 
presented...." 

Ono of tho few newspapermen hanging around the Grand Jury room day after day is 
this Dillard Stokes, and his boss E.Moyer's WASHINGTON POST 4-14-42 reports: ".. Others 
who testified before the grand jury yesterday were Dillard Stokes; ..." 

One of those newspapermen, according to anothor newspaperman, is said to have pre¬ 
dicted somewhat as follows: " Tto Jews from England woro over here to soo that Hudson 
does not get home alive" - from trip to Washington. I arrived safely Sunday night. 


Since various tricks seem to be used to trap Christian Americans who still believe

We are enclosing a franked 
label which will bring your publication to tho Library of Congress post free provided 
you are ablo to comply with our request. If you cannot do so, we should appreciate a 
reply to that effect. Wo will bo grateful for such cooperation as you can givo. 
Sincerely, (signed) John H. Moriarty, Chief, Accessions Division." 

That lottor at bottom was addressed to Mr.Frank V/oodruff Johnson, 2304 Fontenelle 
Boulevard, Omaha, Nebraska, and referred to "Tho octopus. Omaha, Nebraska, 1940." 

I sent TH3 OCTOHJS, plus a copy of AID! B#311 in order to give the new address, 

4327 Grant St., and tho prices of tho book single and in quantities, on 6-22-42, using 
that label. It is common knowledge that Mrs.Elizabeth Dilling wrote tho book and that 
I have beon one of its distributors ever since it was published. It was originally 
priced at 500, but due to P.O.Dept. at Washington, D.C. denying it book post rate of 1&0 
por lb., tho higher parcolpost rate of from 70 to 140 forced me to price it at 600. 

We had a mysterious phono call 6-23-42, an allegedly out-of-town man inquiring for 
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Rev. Johnson and asking .e could get copies of THE 0C'g g r claiming'he was coming 
out to our house with '^<3 ^>ut ho has not shown up y Titing.

PM, tho uptown Communist daily, whoso wer-nongoring editor Ingersoll has boon try¬ 
ing to evade the draft, not only viciously attacks NY DAILY NEWS for "Amorica First" 
typo of editorials (see p.2 heroin), but 7-9-42 issue devotes 2 pages to smearing State 
San.Ered.R.Coudort,Jr. , listing as roasons why ho should bo defeated, that his "Commit¬ 
tee made no mention of submitted ovidonce charging antl-Somitism in the schools", and 
that his "Committee failed to find any ovidonce of Nazi or Fascist activities." 


PM 7-8-42 again attacks Rep.John S. Rankin for his speoches in Houbo (soo B#315 and 
B#316), ridiculing his warnings about the dangers of not labelling blood banks. PM 
claims that the Red Cross does not segregate the blood of Japanese donors, and that:

By letter dated July 18, 1942, the Bureau furnished the follow¬ 
ing information concerning Mrs. LESLIE FRY: 



The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
indicate that Pacquita LouiseASg Shishmareff was horn of Ameri¬ 
can parents in Paris, France, on February 16, 1882. In these 
records her occupation is listed as that of writer and publisher, 
and it appears that she wa6 naturalized as an American citizen at 
Sen Francisco, California, on September 19, 1931. 



In interviews with Bureau Agents this individual has advised 
that her true name is de Shishmareff and that the name "Mrs. 

Leslie Fry” or "Mrs. Leslie\Frye M has been used by her as a pen 
name in connection with her Various writings and publications. y 
• She stated that she lost her American citizenship through marriage 
to a Russian in 1906. According to her statement, her huBband wa» 
a Captdn in the Russian Imperialist Army during the Czarist regime 
and has been deceased for more t han twelv e years. She advised 
that she has two sons^one namedwho lives in London, 
and the other namedwho resides at Los Angeles and is 
employed as an interior decorator. 


In correspondence with various persons and in interview* 
with Bureau Agents, Mrs. Fry has admitted that she was a member 
of the Militant Christian Patriots and the American League of 
Christian Women, both at Los Angeles. She stated she was a mem¬ 
ber of these organizations from approximately 1936 to 1939, and 
described them as being "rather loosely knit organizations 8 
designed for the purpose of combating Communism. She further 
' admitted that she was the editor of the "Christlan Free Pfceafi,' 8 V 
an anti-Semitic and. anti-Commonist publication. 'Mrs. Fry is & 
also the author of a bookentitled "Waters Flowing Eastward, - \ 
which has been characterized as an anti-Communist treaties.‘

Mrs. Fry was at ^^tim^ratherclosely associated with Charles 
B. Hudson and General Moseley. Allegedly, the former distributed 
certain charts which Mrs. Fry published during the summer of 1939. 
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United States Attorney JOSHPH T, VOTAVA stated that Subject had 
been Indicted July 22, 1942, in Washington, D. 0., and furnished a copy 
of the complaint issued at Omaha on July 23, 1942, which copy is being 
retained in the Omaha file in this matter*

By teletype dated July 24, 1942, the Bureau was advised that 
Subject had surrendered to the United States Marshal at Omaha on the 
same date; was arraigned and released under $5,000 bond for his appear¬ 
ance in the Federal Court in Washington for a violation of Section 11 of 
Title 18 and Section 34 of Title 50, United States Code.

Tie war now raging in all parts of the world, commonly known as n Ihe V/cr for 
Survival", is a dishonest war waged at tho expense and measured in blood and dollars 
of the people of the Unitod States solely for the benefit of and to insure the con¬ 
tinuance of world domination by "Internation Jewry-Orgeni 20 d Finance", "British-Aner- 
ican Capitalists", "British Imperialists", "International Bonkers", "International 
Capitalists", "Mongolian Jews", Communists and other parsons and groups opposed to 
our republican fom of government; 

(ii) . Tie duly elected holders of public office and the Government of tho United 
States are controlled by Conmunists and members of the Communist Internationale who 
ere seeking to destroy the Constitution of the Unitod States and our republican fom 
of government and substituto therofor e Communist form, of government under tho rule 
of a dictatorship; 

(iii) . Tie people of the United States are being forced by dishonest, corrupt, and 
traitorous public officials to fincnce n war against nations and people who are 
friendly to tho United States, and who have no aggressive designs upon tho Unitod 
States; 

(iv) . By supplying arms and munitions and other implements of war to the Govern¬ 
ment of Soviet Russia tho Government of the United States is giving aid and comfort 
to a foreign power whose agents have already filtered into hi$i public offices in tho 
Government seeking to destroy the republican form of government of the Unitod States 
and to prepare the wey for the said foreign power to take possession of tho Unitod 
States; 

(v) . Germany and Italy have committed no aggressive act against any nation and 
are fitting a solely defensive war against British Inpe riel ism, American Capitalists, 
and the desire of American publio officials to rule the world, hence any net of war 
against then or either of them is unjust and imoral on tho part of the Unitod States; 

(vi) . Tho Japanese war ogeinst China is morally right and just and constitutes on 
effort by the Japanese to establish right and justice in territory formerly ruled by 
anarchists, brigands and Comunists lying within the Japanese sphere of influence; 

(vii) . Tie Axis Powers are fighting to free tho world from domination by Communist: 
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ahd International Jewry,Aence the United States should g_/e no aid and comfort to 
the enemies of the Axis; 

(viii). An honorable and just peace could be brou^it about speedily were it not 
for the opposition of Communists and International Jewry; 

(ix) . The peoplos of nations opposed to the Axis Powers are politically and mor¬ 

ally decadent, corrupt and degenerate; 

(x) . Hie cause of the Axis Powors is the cause of justice and morality; 

(xl). To give aid to any of the nations and peoples opposed to the Axis Powers 

is to encourage tho growth and spread of Communism; 

(xii). If the Axis Pov7ors are defoatod all of Europe ond Asia will be ruled by a 
Communistic form of Government; 

(xiii). The nations opposed to tho Axis Powors are not in fact friendly to the Un¬ 
ited Statos but are seeking under tho guise of friendship and community of interest 
and ideals to obtaim from the United States money, materials and men with which to 
figit an unjust war; 

(xiv) . Tho only intorost tho nations opposed to the Axis Powers have in tho United 
States is how much in money and materials of war they can got from the Unitod States 
froe;

As a result of sending and giving American aims, equipment and materials of 
war to foreign nations which are opposed to and seeking to destroy American ideals 
and our republican form of government, United States military and navel forces, inad¬ 
equately armed, equipped end led, are being exposed to terrible physical herdships, 
diseases and death and are being "slaughtered like sheep";

unknown, would carry on a systematic campaign of personal vilification end defamation 
of the public officials of the United States Government and to that end would advise, 
counsel, urge, persuade and convince memhors of the military and naval forces of the 
United States and the people of the United States that such public officials are trait¬ 
orous, corrupt, dishonest, incompetent, un-Anorican and mentally unbalanced, emong 
other things in substance, that; 

(i) . The holders of public office duly elected by tho people to administer the 

affairs of the Government of the United States and other officials of tho Federal 
Government are traitorous, dishonest, end corrupt and are dominated and controlled by 
foroign and domestic persons, groups and organizations and foreign governments seek¬ 
ing IhB overthrow of the Constitution of the United Statos and utterly opposed to 
American idools of freedom and liberty; 

(ii) . The United States is governed, not by the duly elected representatives of 

the people, but by a secret foroign group of persons and organizations opposed to 
American principles and ideals and seeking to overthrow the Constitution of the Uniter' 
States; 

(iii) . The duly elected representatives of tho pooplo of the Unitod States delib¬ 
erately have violated their oath of office to support the Constitution and are plann¬ 
ing to involve the United Statos in war as a moans of enabling thorn to ovorthrow tho 
Constitution ond substitute government by a dictator for our republican form of gov¬ 
ernment; 

(iv) . The war with Japan was provoked deliberately by officials of the United 

States Government as a moons of enabling them to seize permanent control of the gov¬ 
ernment of the Unitod Statos under tho guise of military necessity; 

(v) . The officials of the United Statos Government are bent on conquering the 
whole world and to “that end have provokod war with Germany, Italy and Japan in order 
to have an excuse for sending Amorican troops to far comers of tho world in order to 
carry out thoir plan of world conquest; 

(vi) . "Tho War for Survival" was plotted deliberately by public officials of the 

United States who aro in league with and members of the Communist Internationale; 
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» (vii). 1518 public ^t^lclals of the United States, In ..illation of their oath to 
support and defend the Constitution, are plotting ar d planning to force the United 
States into a permanent political union with Great liritain and thus destroy our inde¬ 
pendence; 

(vlii). The public officials of the United States are atheistic and anti-relig¬ 
ious; 

(ix) . The acts, proclamations and orders of the public officials of the United 
States are dishonest, illegal, corrupt and in direct violation of tho Constitution of 
the United Status; 

(x) . As a result of illegal end corrupt orders given by public officials members 

of tho military and naval forces of tho United States needlessly have lost their 
lives; 

(xi) « The public officials of the United States are insane murdorors bent on 
ruling tho wholo world; 

(xii) . The public officials of the United States aro squandering the woalth of 
tho nation in order to carry out their plan for world dominion; 

(xlil)* Tho public officials of the United States are cnti-Christian, Marxian 
dictators; 

(xiv)« The public officials of the United States are sacrificing deliberately 
the defense of the United. States of .America to rush to tho defense of Godless, cor¬ 
rupt and degenerate nations; 

(xtc). The public officials of the United States are Judas-like betrayers of their 
country; 

(xvi). Bie public officials of the Unitod States are planning to minglo tho blood 
of Negroes, criminals and Jews with that of Christian-.American soldiers and. sailors 
by moans of transfusions and so-called "blood banks" with the doliberato intent and 
purpose of corrupting the blood of tho sail Christian-American soldiors and scilors.

6. It was further a port of tho aforosaid conspiracy and a means to the acocoplish- • 
ment of tho end and purpose thereof that tho said defendants, and divors other persons 
to the Grand Jurors unknown, would use and nr.ke uso of tho instrumentalities heroinbe? 
fore described in paragraphs two end throe of this indictment, in a continuous and sys¬ 
tematic campaign cf written and printed opposition end sabotage against any end all ef¬ 
forts of public officials of tho United States to arouse the nonbora of the military 
and naval forces of tho Unitod Statos and the .American people to n realization of tho 
grave and iesninent danger threatening tho national existence of the United Statos, and 
to thi3 end would, by moens of the instrumental!tios hereinbefore describod in para¬ 
graphs two and three of this indictment, advise, counsel, urge, porsuedo and convince 
members of the military and naval forces and the American people in substance, among 
other things, that: 

(i) « Tho activities and territorial acquisitions and plans of the Axis Powers 

constitute no real danger to the national existence and security of the United States 
or any of its territorial possessions; 

(ii) . None of tho Axis Powers has any intention of threatening tho UniteiStntes, 
nor any designs upon or plans for ^ha destruction of, or the conquest of the Unitod 
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, States or any of its t^Tltorial possessions; .• 

(iii) . Any expansion, strengthening or modernization of our aimed forces, either 
by canptilsory military training or otherwise, not only is unnecessary but is part of 
a deliberate plot and scheme dosigied by our public officials to involve the United 
States in a war in which the Ur.itod States has no interest, oithcr of self-defense 
or otherwise; 

(iv) . The public officials of the United States of America are trying doliborato- 

ly to provoke war with peaceful nations, such as Gen..any, Italy and Japan, which are 
seoking only to live at peace with the world in general and the United States in 
particular; 

(v) . It is impossible from a military standpoint for any of the Axis Powers to 

wage war successfully against tho Unitod States or any of its possessions or to 
seize and occupy any Unitod States territory; 

(vi) * lho plan of the public officials of the Unitod States Government to keep 
war awey from America by giving aid and support to the nations at war against tho 
Axis Powers is in reality part of a schema deliberately to involve America in a for¬ 
eign war; 

(vii) . Tie United States should refrain from interference in the "Yiar for Survival” 
in any manner whatever and should k3op its military end naval forces at hone until 
such time as any nation actually attacks the United States; 

(viii). Bio policy of haulspheric solidarity end Pan American cooperation for de¬ 
fense sponsored by the Unitod States is doomod to failure because the pooplo cf 
Latin America ora physically degenerate and politically corrupt; 

(ix) . The actions taken by Geimany, Italy and Japan are justified in the eyes of 
God and far from being acts of aggression against, or a threat to the existence of 
any nation, constituting merely on attempt to throw off thG yoke of harsh end unjust 
restrictions imposed upon the so-called Aixis Powors by tho Monro^figctrine and by 
Great Britain and hor allies of the first V/orld War; 

(x) . Str.temonts by public officials of tho Unitod Sta^JPBfemoricft to the ef¬ 

fect that it is in the best intorests of tho Unitod States to* aldTiations opposed 
to tho Axis Powers are false end designed to conceal frera the peoplo tho true fact 
that such public officials are under the control and domination of British Imperial¬ 
ists and International Jews seeking only to sorvo their own interests at the exponse 
of the pooplo of the United States of America; 

(xi) . The public officials cf tho Unitod States are guilty of murdering American 
soldiers and sailors killed while carrying out the illegal orders of such public 
officials. 

7,It was further a part of the said conspiracy and one of tho moans to the accomplish¬ 
ment cf the end and purpose thereof that the said defendants, and divers other persons 
to the Grand Jurors unknown, for tho purposes hereinabove set forth, would print and 
publish end causo to be printed and published in the said publications, newspapers, 
periodicals, magazines, pamphlets, leaflets, documents and other writings, articles and 
writings to the following effect, among others: 

(i) . "Roosevelt should bo impeached". 

(ii) . "No longer can it bo claimed that this is a war to preservo democracy or 
one fought in behalf of any other government than the 3ritish finpireP. 

(iii) . "There is no hopo for America or England unless they repudiate their pre¬ 
sent leaders". 

(iv) . "And all this Jewish, Negro, and N0Y7 — penitentiary criminals donating to 
* blood bank* holds terrible consequences for our vhlte race. Mixing blood strains 
through * transfusions* easily done with so many Jewish doctors and intsrnes in hos¬ 
pitals and aimed forcos". 

(v) . "A man may be ever so good at homo, but once he goes to tako office tho 
many powers now ruling the country are waiting for him and will cither buy him away 
from those who elected him or break him if ho proves recalcitrant. Thoro is absol¬ 
utely no uso placing men in office until first wo have rsnovod the system and trait¬ 
orous pooplo at the top who corrupt our representatives as fast as we put them in 
officer, 

(vi) . "Do not neglect your rrsonals. Buy aims and koop them in a plcco where 
they are readily accessiblo. No inmediato enorgoncy foreseen, but there is no tine 
to prepare like NOVA Also koop a plentiful supply of annunition and do net let it 
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become over a year old rfp’it will deteriorate". 

(vii). "Back in February 1912 Miss Troy reported that the official mouthpiece of 
the Duke of Connaught claimed that England's alliance with Japan was made to offer 
the tempting bait of the Philippines as a reward of tho services which Japan must be 
ever prepared and roady to offer if nocessc.ry ... was the attack on Poarl Harbor that 
'service 1 f seeing as U.S.A. was slow ontering tho war, and tho giving of Singapore 
another port of that bargain". 

(viii). "The lesson to be loarned from nil this is that the Second American Revol¬ 
ution is duo boforo very long (when national bankruptcy and starvation heve forced * 
tho people into it) and only the Communists are prepared for it", 

(ix) . "On many occasions and in many wars Britain has shown that she would rather 
see half the population of Europe murdered then to givo up her 'balonco of power' and 
cease boing the 'the policeman of EurojoG'". 

(x) . "If other nations allow tho British to use then, that is not Britain's 

shame but the shone of the other nations. Tieso other nations ore so many prosti¬ 
tutes who do the master's bidding whenever he beckons". 

(xi) . "Ihus the present war is a strugglo for survival between the European 
pooples anl tho British Empire". 

(xii) , "Britain and France, preparing feverishly to nako war on Germany to save 
their international bonkers, suffered the offocto of their own system. Money first, 
men second. Labor disputes and strikes, public discontoat, political favoritism and 
money squandered on useless war preparations, graft, corruption, antagonistic groups 
fighting one another, battles between capitalists over tho awarding of fat contracts, 
etc. Tho Gomans, placing men first and money far in tho background, utilizing every 
resource without endless disputes and political tangles, working on a Barter basis, 
hold tho advantage". 

(xlli}. "The Japd did Sunday just what Secretary of Stato Hull and his vmr-raonger- 
ing pal, Lord Halifax of London, have beon longing for. They attacked Honolulu end 
the Philippines. Now the U.S. has a war on its hands. So then what?" 

(xiv) . "*Hio British and French (not tho people, but thoir Jev.’ish overlords) open¬ 
ed the war by declaring it against Go many in September 1939". . 

(xv) . "The set-to between the U.S. and Japan is now taking the lives of hoards • 
of fine, upstanding, American boys and chiefly to protect possessions that we are 
none too proud of. Are thoy worth the sacrifice?" 

(xvi) . "Germany has no designs on America or any other country. She wants no war, 
but she is determined to dofond the Now Order against the old Gold Loan ordsr". 

(xvii). "End tho war quickly". 

(xviii)."For 07or two years we have been 'blitzing' Japan. Embargoes, giving arms, 
airplanes and men to tho Chinese puppet government to kill Japs with. Snail wonder 
the Jc.paneso felt thuy were fighting .America and Britain, not China. Chicng-Kni- 
Shok was a Chinese bandit. He took power by force, net election, and he is merely 
tho Chinese stooge for British-Auericon capitrlism". 

(xix) . "While being fed plodgos of pence wo wbre lod doliborately into the Euro¬ 
pean slaughterhouse. And now we wave flags and applaud public scoundrels and knaves 
who did the job". 

(xx) . "We are in the war. We must fight it out. We must fight for 'national 
defense', which is a trick word employed by our leaders to cover an aggressive war 
to enable American capitalists to hold on to their ill-gotten gains in other countr¬ 
ies". 


(xxi). "But, fear noti .At tho height of his career tho occupant of the WhitoKouao 
will suddenly pass on to his reward. A man-of-tho-hour will arise and save your na¬ 
tion from the destruction which has been 'Planned that way'". 

(xxii). "If we lose, the common pooplo v/ill lose; if we win, the canon pooplo will 
lose. Only super-capitalism will emorgo tho dinner, not tho pooplo. It is to pro¬ 
tect and defend the exploitation and ownership of vast property in all parts of the 
world of super-capitalism that tho cjsnon people are being called upon to fight for, 
not 'national defense*. »Yo aro to send troops all over the world to fight, which 
could hardly be called a 'defensive' war". 

(xxlii). "Wa propese that all Americans unito in denouncing domination of other 
peoples by eny nation whatsoever. That thoy unitfa in urging the earliest possible 
ending of tho present profitless conflict". / 
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(xxiv). "The UN-P ATOMIC, INTERNATIONAL leaders of New Deal, who think of 
all others first and America last, who have lied to and deceived the American poople 
who trusted them with great power and who have plunged the nation into foreign'wars 
in which we stand to lose nuch and gain nothing, and who control the propaganda in 
America — those traitors are raising a great hue and cry against FASCISM in America, 
falsely loading the poople to baliovo that an American Fascist is a ’fifth columnist* 


(xxv). ”1he false leaders do not like PATRIOTIC societies opposed to communism 
and lying, deceiving, traitorous public officials”. 

(xxvi). "Any professed servant of Christ who could aid the church-burning, cler¬ 
gy-murdering, God-hating soviet regime belongs either in the ranks of blind leaders 
of tho blind or in tho Ancient and Dishonorable Order of Judas”.. 

(xxvii). ’’That boy said to no, insubstance, ’How ccno that tho fighting planes and 
the bombers and the ships were not provided to aid ny brother in making his fi^it 
for his country? Bow como thoy wero over in the other, the eastorn hemisphere?’ And 
did I hove an enswer? No. dhoro was no answer, except the one that V7e had sent the 
fighting planes, the bombers, tho destroyers to aid Britain”. 

(xxviii). ”0f course great numbers of Americans hate Hitler, why shouldn't thoy 
when all the sinister forces in our country have done everything in their power to 
lie about him, to withhold tho truth about him, to malign, vilify and misrepresent 
him?” 


(zxix). "Yos, of course, millions of Americans hate Hitler, but tho amazing thing 
is that probably many millions more have seen through this hate-hysteria and groatly 
admire the fine work he is doing for his people”. 

(xxx). "Evor since the President had his conference with Churchill on tho high 
seas, we have bean hearing from editorial writers, radio comnontators, and Now Deal 
spokosmon of the United Nations. Novt comes a member of tho President's Cabinet, 
Ickes; a monbor of the United States Supreme Court, Roberta; both of whom have sworn 
to uphold and defend tho Constitution, and add their endorsement to tho Juddsliko 
betrayal of our people into and as one of a United States of the World." 

(xxxi). "Is not Franklin Delano Roosevelt satisfied with boing a third-time Pres¬ 
ident of tho United States, an honor which the patriotism of Washington forbado him 
to accept? Is ha not satisfied with his opportunity of conquering tho whole world, 
far greater than in Alexander's day? /ire his spokesman behind this move to surrend¬ 
er our independence, our national existence; become a part of a United States of the 
World, and make Franklin Delano Roosevelt the president of that world nation?" 


(xxxii). "And yet those men, like Judes, who botrnyed his Master, would, before we 
are fairly in this wet, betray our people; surrender our independence; connive to 
destroy our liberty and our freedom.

(xxxix). "Radio gives tho idea he relishos the proposed conflict, so bloody". 

(xl). "Says Death Awaits U.S. Boys in Africa". 

(xli). "There is unspeakable chagrin in '..ashington because our boys are not 
blazing away on tho firing lino." 

(xlii). "True national defense does not, never did, and novor will moan that 
America's first lino of defense is in Europe, Asia, Africa or anywhere but in the 
United States of America". 

(xliii). " AID RUSSIA AN INSULT TO GOD 

"What American Christian mother will went her son to fight and die in 
Soviet Red Russia or anywhere else in tho world for the Rotten Red Flag, for Commun¬ 
ism and World Revolution?" 

(xliv). "Wo prepare for Germany, but if Britain wins, a war with Britain is pro¬ 
bable — most likely — if wo are unprepared". 

(xlv). "Britain is p. potential post war eneny and making hor stronger than the 
U.S. at American taxpayers* expense is not National Dofenso, but will split our cam- 
try, and is pure Treason ". 

(xlvi). "The price of oveiy article rad commodity will bo fixed by tho Govern¬ 
ment, solely for benefit of Jewish Speculators" . 

(xlvii). "In short, your -Jhite-livorod and yollow-stripod members of Congross 
geve and surrendered to the Mongolian Jew controlled ALmlnistration tho right to take 
tho shirt from your back and tho gold from ycur tooth; and further poimitting your 
wife end dauditor to be regimented, enslaved and forced into prostitution".

Dear Friend of the Cause of Justice and Ri-^iteousness:- 

The foregoing is a condensation of the 28-page legal size indictment which charges 
me with very sorious crimes, to which I pload "not guilty" when arraigned before Justice 
Morris at Washington, D.C., on July 30, 1942. The Judge kindly granted me until Aug. 

20, 1942 in which to file motions, and notify the Court whether or not I had succeeded 
in securing counsol at Washington, so that in event cf being unsuccessful tho Court 
could assign counsel for mo. The Judge was informed that the mettor of counsel was 
dependent upon our ability to raise sufficient funds. 

Tho wife and I ore very grateful for tho prayerful lettors, kind words, end sums 

remitted so far - e fow anonymously. None of tho contributions have been large, but 

after paying for tho $5,000. bond, which thankfully was acceptable at Washington, and 
for seme legal services rendered to date, and for the trip to Washington for formal ar¬ 
raignment, and increased telephone, telegraph, and mailing, postage, supplies, etc. ex¬ 
penses, we are glad to report a balance that is a starter towards the necossferily larg¬ 
er amount that will bo necessary to enable us to fight this caso to tine finish. 

We will try to got out a bulletin nov? and then to k9op our friends informed, but 

the work incidont to this affair is tremendous, and is requiring may days and nights. 


We thank those attornoys who have already volunteered their services - gratis, for 
doing the resoarch work, and for more expenses in case their prosenco and talents will 
be required at Washington. Mr. Maloney tentatively asked tho Court for tho triel to 
be week of Oct. 7, 1942. As yat, we havo no permanent counsel ct 'Washington, D.C. 


For some reason, whilo the press seems to say nothing about it, your editor is 
named 3 times each in the Overt Acts 9 and 7 respectively, and Mrs.Dilling twice in 
each case. It is noteworthy that outside of Dennett, Kill and Yierock, who are only 
named.in the first 9 Overt Acts, tho Garners, de Aryan, Kullgren, Mrs.Dilling and myself 
all have ma.de their attacks on the "isms" end warnings to the Administration strictly 
frem tho standpoint of Christians basing their activities on the Bible and the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, and on tho Christian philosophies of our Founding Fathers. 
Of the 27 besides myself thoro are 13 that I havo never met, and some of them that I 
had never hoard of boforo. No doubt thoro will be a Judas op two v/ho will attempt to 
involve scoe of us with false charges. That is tho vory nature of a conspiracy charge. 

I have never conspired, nor attempted to conspire, with anyone. AID! bulletins spoak 
for themselves. 

After AID! Nos. 314 and 316 exposed that "Jefforson Bream" herein is none other 


than "Dillar^ Stokes", tho Washington Post 7-24-42 admits tho identity, and also that 
Stokes is elso tho "Quigley Adams", but does not Bjdr/dt that he is apparently also the 
"R. Gaynor Dunstiore", discussed in #31 J May God protect and bless you, who help us 
in this hour of trial. jbr Christ & Country, CHAS.

THE OCTOPUS , and has remitted money for the sale of this booklet to Mrs. 

ELIZABETH BILLING of Ohlcago, He has likew ise sold THE HEP NETWOHK and other 
publications of Mrs, BILLING. In addition, HUDSON sponsored a lecture by Mrs. 
DXLLING at Omaha on May 24, 1938. He aleo vent to Washington, D. C., in 
February, 1941, to oppose Congressional legislation, H. R, 1776, and at this 
time worked with Mrs, DIL1IHG sponsorinfiM/h^no-called "Mother's March." HUDSON 
has admitted to Special Agent ^JH|HHHB^thAt he hAs received contributions 
from friends for the trip to Wasnington^J^cT, in 1941, and that he assisted 
Mrs, BILLING financially out of these funds in connection with her stay in 
Washington, B. C. 

A review of past issues of "AMERICA IN DANGER!" reflects that HOBSON 
has endorsed and advertised various writings, including the following;

in Bulletin #131 of "AMERICA IN DANGER!", HUDSON published several releases from 
"The World Service", a German propaganda agency. Investigation in this case 
shows that HUDSON not only was the editor of "AMEBICA IN DANGERl" but that he 
printed it and distributed It himself at his own home. His wife, and occasionally 
a friend, assisted him in mailing out these bulletins. 

This report seta out HUDSON'S connections with other defendants in 
this case in accordance with previous instructions from the Bureau, So attempt 
is made here to show the seditious nature of HUDSON'S writings.

"Concerning the handling of the book known as THE OCTOPUS, 1 have 
handled orders for about 4,800 books, broken down approximately as 
follows! I remitted to Mrs. DIDLING, the author, at rate of 26^ per 
copy for most of them, and more recently at rate of 25^ per copy. 

Some 2200 of the orders were sent in with remittances to her for 
filling, because the purchasers had sent in remittances at rate of 
per copy and I could not afford to mail out the books from ny 
stock at my cost. 1 filled orders for about 2,600 books locally during 
the past 18 months, getting from 30^ to 601 per bock from purchaser. 
Since P. 0. Dept, denied USE OCTOPUS the book post rate of per lb., 

I raised the prices to following as far as what I sold is concerned! 

1 for 60^; 2 for $1.; 7 for $3. Practically during all that time 
new or renewal subscribers to AMEBICA IN DANGEB1 bulletin service at 
rate of $6. per year, got a free copy which I paid for out of such 
remittances. On shipments, 100 at a time, receiyed from Mrs; BILLING, 
after I started rehitting 26^ per oopy as sold, I had to wy the express 
charges which, as I recall run about 2/ per copy* I paid for all 


envelopes, wrapping paper, etc*, money order fees, postage, etc* Involved 
in handling all orders handled thru Omaha* Thus, I would calculate that 
on all orders reoeived (plus remittances) from me, Mrs* BILLING actually 
grossed less than 25# pel* copy because when I was remitting on the 26# 
basis she was paying the express charges* I kept no hooks on these 
sales, hut when the orders were quite numherous I remitted to Mrs* 

DILLING each week, accounting for the number sold and handled in the 
two manners outlined above, and for her as well as ay information stating 
each time the number still on hand. 1 usually got the books from her in 
200 lots, 100 to a box* For some time now I have been remitting only 
once a month because book sales are not heavy. I would judge that I 
have made about 10# per book profit on the around 2,600 sold here* 

H X have never contributed any stubs to Mrs* BILLING 1 S patriotic research 
work, other than a few dollars in connection with trips where we were 
mutually concerned, tdiereby I collected the money from friends specifically 
for purpose of helping her defray her traveling expenses* Of ay own 
personal knowledge I do not know who contribute_ to the support of this 
work, except in one instance money was Bent to me for ny expenses to 
Washington in connection with the protests made in February 1941 to the 
passage of H.B. 1776 and I shared that money with Mrs* DILLING because 
she was staying at Washington longer than I could afford to do*

The German stations were restrained from using die wireless, but the criminal 
scoundrels responsible for the flagrant violation of all decency allowed the Marconi 
station to continue to operate. 

Such was the Roosevelt neutrality during the last war. A man of such low 
moral standard and of such criminal partiality cannot be trusted at any time.

Following arc excerpts from an ad¬ 
dress on “The American Press" by U. S 
Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas June 24 before the Oregon Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association: 

"We as a people know no substitute 
for a free press. Certainly, government 
cannot provide one 

"In the absence of a free and vigorous 
press advising the people in the execu¬ 
tion of their sovereign power, we would 
face disintegration ii> time of peace and 
defeat in time of war. For the people 
cannot keep themselves mentally fit and 
alert in this unfamiliar, complicated, 
kaleidoscopically changing world with¬ 
out the aid and guidance of a free and 
r.asierfully competent press. And yet, 
the press is not free and effective simply 
l y virtue of not being suppressed or bul¬ 
lied It is free according to the spirit of 
our institutions only when i: accepts the 
responsibility of its independence, and, 
of its own volition, helps the people ad¬ 
vance toward the realization of their own 
aspirations. In the crisis we face today, 
we need the press — as Jefferson and 
Franklin needed the press when this 
country first fought for its life to pre¬ 
pare the people for the gigantic struggle 
ahead. 

"Hitler never had any doubt that we 
would arm and ih.it we would fight. .But, 
with tiis cynical contempt for the intel¬ 
ligence ol the common man and the in¬ 
tegrity of democracy. He has been 
gambling against the ability of our mil¬ 
lions of average families to understand 
our emergency, to respond to it with a 
singleness of purpose, and to cope with 
it realistically. 

"When we have fought our .-way to 
victory, the Nazis will finally understand 

I that the decisive secret weapon in our 
arsenal is the mind and the spirit cf the 
[average American, who wants the truth 
land who always warns to know how he 
Iran do his job better. This is the reason 
■why the average American is counting 
|;n the ability of the press to keep him

Entrapment Seen 
By Hoffman 
In Indictment of 28 

SEDITION CASES HELD 
SMEAR BY NEW DEAL 

By WILLIAM STRAND 
Serious charges »if entrapment and 
conspiracy were made in the Mouse yes¬ 
terday against Government officials and 
private parties who engineered the in¬ 
dictment of 28 persons last summer as 
part ot the smear campaign against Ad¬ 
ministration critics in Congress. An 
immediate Congressional inquiry into all 
phases of the campaign was urged to 
prevent ilcsrruction of the legislative 
branch of the Government. f 
Representative Clare E. Hoffman (K), 
of Michigan, author of a pending resolu¬ 
tion calling for investigation and punish- 
mem of the smear brigade declared flat¬ 
ly that the indictment which charges the 
defendants with sedition, was merely one 
pha«e of the nation-wide plot to purge 
the House and Senate of members who 
aic opposed to Communism and fought 
the foreign and domestic policies of <he 
New Deal. 

HOFFMAN SEES RUSE 

He charges that Dillard Stokes, a re¬ 
porter for the Washington Post who 
collaborated with the Department of 
Justice in the grand jury inquiry .and 
also wrote about it in his paper, used 
assumed names to lure a number of those 
laiei indicted to send him by IfiaTl^copies 
c: the alleged seditious utterances that 
arc set forth m the charges. 

Thus, the Michigan representative ex¬ 
plained,. Stokes became the key figure 
in establishing (he Government’s conten¬ 
tion that the defendants had conspired 
with one another. The ruse also enabled 
William Powet Maloney, the special 
Federal prosecutor, to secure the indict¬ 
ment in the District of Columbia, Hoff¬ 
man continued, on the pretext that by 
mailing the material to Stokes here they 
had committed an offense within this 
jurisdiction. 

CHARGES ENTRAPMENT 

Hoffman, .1 lawyer of many years’ ex¬ 
perience and noted for successful prac¬ 
tice before the Supreme Court of his 
.'tatc, said that Stokes* action was clear¬ 
ly outside the fundamental rules of law 
prohibiting tlie ensnaring and entrap¬ 
ment of citizens into the commission of 
it crime. The aliases which Stokes used, 
as set forth in the indictment, were Jef¬ 
ferson Hfecin and Adam Quigley, Hoff¬ 
man told the House 
"If it be admitted that the literature 
was seditious, that it was an offense to 
send it through the mail, why did Stokes 
write and ask that such literature be 
mailed to- him here in Washington, if 
his purpose was not to induce the com¬ 
mission of a crime within the territorial 
limits of the District?" Hoffman asked. 
"MADE NO SECRET" 

"The persons to whom Stokes, alias 
Breern, alias Quigley, wrote asking for 
what he terms seditious literature, ac¬ 
cording to Stokes’ newspaper story, 
made no secret of its distribution; and 
according to Stokes, alias Brccin, alias 
Quigley, made r.o effort to conceal its 
circulation. The services of a Sherlock 
Holmes were not, ii we can believe the 
press, required to uncover the actions of 
the individuals to whom Stokes, alias 
lircem, alias Quigley, wrote, requesting 
that copies be sent to him."

The Right 
To Criticize 


An article in a recent issue of Finance 
Magazine, by Dr. Ruth Alexander, under 
the title, "In Defense of the Right of 
Criticism," is printed or. this page be¬ 
cause of the public interest in the sub¬ 
ject and especially because of the great 
public importance of the subject. 

The nation has just concluded an clec- 
rion campaign in which there was much 
criticism of Government, the results of 
which were not in accordance with what 
the Government had expected or desired. 

While there was a reasonably free ex¬ 
pression of criticism in the campaign, 
there was also a persistent challenge 
throughout the campaign of the wisdom 
of permitting i;—the point being made 
that ANY criticism of Government in 
war-time is obstructive. 

Since the result of the election was not 
•vliat the Government desired or approv¬ 
ed, it is to be expected that the challenge 
to free criticism will be more persistent. 

This is the situation which makes Dr. 
Alexander’s informative article timely 
and valuable. 

She begins by stating the problem 
with a blunt economy of words 

"Criticism ol the Government by Gov¬ 
ernment agencies is now under attack," 
she writes, "and criticism of the Govern¬ 
ment by private citizen?* who comprise 
th» people has long beer, wnlfully inter¬ 
preted as contributing so. national dis¬ 
unity." 

, She then takes note of the protest, al¬ 
ways made in this connection by Gov¬ 
ernment spokesmen, that it is not crit¬ 
icism itself that is objectionable but only 
’•destructive" criticism. 

This is a familiar device, as Dr. Alex¬ 
ander observes. 

"Most of 115 arc inclined to divide it 
(criticism) into two kinds,” she says, 
"which we call 'constructive' and ’de¬ 
structive’ criticism Criticism favorable 
to us we interpret as constructive. Re¬ 
buke wc are apt to call destructive.*' 

Which is, ol course, the rule the haras¬ 
sed New Deal Administration desires to 
rpply—assuming to itself the right to de¬ 
cide what is constructive and may be 
permitted and what is destructive and 
should be suppressed. 

Application of that rule would have 
prevented the free election which we 
have just held It would prevent all free 
elections in the future. 

Bu: we would not then be a demo¬ 
cratic nation, or have Government rep¬ 
resentative of a majority of the people— 
for the following reason which Dr Al¬ 
exander stales succinctly: 

"Majority government is not govern¬ 
ment by unanimous consent, for human 
nature is such that unanimous consent 
could be got only from a nation of robots 
or by government repression of conflict¬ 
ing opinions of thoughtful people." 

Hence, if wc desire to preserve the 
American democratic system, she con¬ 
tinues: 

"We cannot deny the right to criticize 
and maintain the right of freedom; of 
speech and freedom of thought . . . 

"The only -power the people have over 
the Government is the power to change 
parties, or rulers, ior better or worse, 
from time to lime. That is the watch¬ 
dog of democracy, and in that sense only 
are the people (he rulers of their own 
destiny."

10 FICTITIOUS CRIMl Tbe in- 
dicnncnt is defective in that it creates an 
artificial and fictitious crime, without 
the authority of statute, in its interpreta¬ 
tion of the Sections of the "Alien Regis¬ 
tration Law" of June 28, 1940, under 
which the indictment is drawn. Its in¬ 
terpretation of the alleged quotations 
presented in the indictment, construing 
legitimate political vituperation as in¬ 
tending to induce "insurrection," etc. in 
the armed forces, constitutes a violation 
l of Article I of the Amendments to the 
United States Constitution.

The indictment charges conspiracy to 
violate certain statutory laws and quotes 
certain wording of the statutes as hat¬ 
ing been transgressed by the defendants, 
But said indictment falls completely 
down toy failing to follow through with 
a true case. 

None of the following portions of the 
indictment states matters forbidden by 
the statutes in question: 

Of Count One—Items 2, 3, 4, 5, 6. 7 
and the 9 alleged "Overt Acts." 

Defendant moves that these aforesaid 
portions (Items 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 and the 
9 "overt acts”) be stricken from the io- 
dictment, since they do not charge nor 
constitute violations of auy statute. 

Of Count Two—Item a and seven al¬ 
leged "Overt Acts” — all duplications 
from Count One — should be stricken 
cut; defendant moves that these afore¬ 
said portions of Count Two be stricken 
from the indictment as they are plainly 
not matters forbidden by the statutes in 
question. 

With these aforesaid portions of the 
indictment eliminated, said indictment 
fails to state a case, and being without 
support must fall of its own weight.

If none of the preceding eleven slated 
defects existed in the indictment, there 
would still be one mighty and unanswer¬ 
able argument against sustaining it. 

When the old Federalist party of 1798 
passed its infamous sedition law, attack¬ 
ing the First*Amcndmcnf, it did not cen¬ 
tralize and try cases in our nation's capi¬ 
tal, but tried them in the various states 
where the alleged seditions took place. 
The Federalists thus obeyed Article 3, 
Section 2. .of our Constitution, and 
Amendment 6 thereof. 

In this absolutely unique and unpre¬ 
cedented 1942, "mass -indictment," the 
Administration’s prosecutors not only 
attack free speech, attempting thereby to 
oppress and frighten the opposition edi¬ 
tors of our beloved nation — "freezing 
free press." as Dean Carl W. Ackerman 
of the Columbia University School of 
Journalism asserted on October 20, 1942 
—but for the first time in our nation's 
history, they attempt to centralize the 
trials of administration critics in Wash¬ 
ington, the prosecution’s dangerously 
dominated jurisdiction, in open and flag¬ 
rant violation of the spirit of the Ameri¬ 
can "Declaration" and of our noble Con¬ 
stitution. 

One cause of our Revolution in 1776 
vas that England had "transported our 
citizens beyond the seas and tried them 
for pretended offenses," in a strange and 
foreign jurisdiction, where no defense 
witnesses could be called. 

So anxious were Washington, Madi¬ 
son, Franklin. Hamilton and all the 
"Founding Fathers" to avoid these cruel

Undcc the assumption that accused 
persons would always be tried constitu¬ 
tionally in the district of the crime. Con¬ 
gress has confined defense witness sub¬ 
poenas to a radius of one hundred miles 
from the trial court. 

Most of the present defendant critics 
of the New Deal and of Communism arc 
patriotic but poor publishers, authors, 
ministers, editors and pamphleteers, who 
lived and operated thousands of miles 
apart, did not know each other, did not 
correspond, were never in the District of 
Columbia, knew no co-dcfendant in said 
District, and certainly were never engag¬ 
ed in any nationwide "conspiracy," em¬ 
anating from Washington or anywhere 
else. 

INNOCENT ARE SMEARED 

Several of the defendants have already 
been indicted or convicted of "seditious 
writings" in ‘their respective districts. 
The Washington prosecution in this In¬ 
dictment docs not hesitate to put such 
persons "twice in jeopardy," apparently 
for the purpose of prejudicing the cause 
of the innocent defendants, who never 
knew the co»victed ones, but who nev¬ 
ertheless are listed for liquidation, 

The difficulty confronting a fair and 
constitutionally loyal judge in conduct¬ 
ing a fair trial in Washington lies not 
alone in the possibly prejudiced person¬ 
nel available for jury duty there, but in 
the inability of the defendants, trans¬ 
ported far from home, to obtain wit¬ 
nesses in their own behalf, while the 
government with untold billions at Its 
command may summon its minions from 
the round world. 

Shall this be America’s first "Moscow 
trial”—the gateway to certain despot¬ 
ism? 

Or, will this Honorable Court follow 
the example of Judge Anderson, who 
turned down President Theodore Roose¬ 
velt's indictment in Washington, D. C., 
of certain Indianapolis publishers, 
ing that they had libeled the President? 

Judge Anderson said: 

"To my mind that man has read the 
history of our institutions to little pur¬ 
pose who docs not look with grave ap¬ 
prehension upon the possibility of the 
success of a proceeding such as this. If 
the history of liberty means anything, if 
constitutional guaranties are worth any¬ 
thing. this proceeding must fail. If 
prosecuting officers have the authority 
to select the tribunal, if there be more 
than one tribunal to select from, if the 
government has that power, and can 
drag citizens From distant stales to the 
capital of the nation, there to toe tried, 
then, as Judge Cooley says, this is a 
strange result of a revolution where one 
cf the grievances contpiained of was the 
assertion of the right to send parties 
abroad for trial.” 

(Sec U. S. v. Smith, 173 Fed. 227.) 

If. by some miscarriage of justice, this 
indiclment should stand, and trial should 
result in a conviction of even a few who 
might be guilty of a limited conspiracy 
of some sort, it would not only crush 
free speech in America, totalitarian style, 
but would render any American any¬ 
where unsafe, being in danger ot "trans¬ 
portation to Washington for [rial” on 
any sort of a charge. 

Our great government stretches across 
three thousand miles, with over one hun¬ 
dred Federal Court Districts. 

If there have been local seditions or 
sectional conspiracies, defendant prays 
and petitions that this Honorable Court 
sustain the Constitution by quashing 
this defective and utterly indefensible in¬ 
dictment, and let the various district 
grand juries from coast to coast do their 
duly, if any persons deserve indictment 
and trial, 

Defendant strongly urges that this 
Honorable Court do not Nazify. Bolsh- 
evize and crucify American justice be¬ 
fore the eyes of the world by permitting 
this false and fraudulent indictment to 
stand, to the cruel injustice and possible 
ruin of innocent defendants, victims 0/

Comes now defendant. Hudson De 
Priest, in his own proper person, and 
moves the honorable court to quash and 
dismiss the indictment, and discharge 
the defendants on the grounds that said 
indictment is defective upon its face, 
that it was drawn by an illegal grand 
jury, that it fails to make out a prinu 
f.-.cic case, and that its form has never 
before been used in our Republic and, if 
sustained, would establish a dangerous 
precedent, destructive of our Bill of 
Rights. v v 

In more specific detail the defects of 
and objections to said indictment — the 
ground? for quashing — are here set 
lorth. as follows: 

i. GRAND JURY ILLEGAL. The 
grand jury was empanelled for the July 
1941 term, to investigate violations of 
Section 233 of Title 22 of the United 
States Code — the so-called "Foreign 
Propaganda Registrations Act." Al¬ 
though authorized to investigate "other 
criminal laws of the United States/' the 
grand jury confined itself during the en- 


Siaics Code. 

The defendant i? ir.fi.so 
charges the facts tr. be that said grand 
jury did not begin -lie investigation of 
violations of any other criniir.nl law? 
during said July 1941 term cd court. 

In conformity with Section 421 of 
Title -S, U. S. Code, various justices of 
the court ordered said grand jury to con¬ 
tinue to sit during four succeeding three- 
months terms of court, for the SOLE 
purpose of finishing said investigations 
begun in the July 1941 term, but not 
concluded by the said grand jury during 
it: prior sittings. The aforesaid subse¬ 
quent orders specifically referred only to 
investigations of violations of the propa- j 
panda registration law by George Sylves¬ 
ter Vicrcck and others, of Section 233. 
Title 22. of the U. -S. Code. None of 
these court orders ever referred to Sec¬ 
tions 9 and n of Title tS nor of Section 
33 of Title 50 of the U. S. Code, under 
which these defendant: were finally in¬ 
dicted in July, 1942. 

Said grand jury, obviously, as will 
more fully appear from the record on 
file, could nut have been authorized in 
the July 1941 term of court to investigate 
violations of an act (Section 33 of Title 
50), which is effective only while the 
United States is at war Yet, said indict¬ 
ment illegally and defectively charges 
violations, in Count two, of the afore¬ 
said war-time statute, thus rendering said 
indictment null and void. 

2. BIASED INVESTIGATION: 
POLITICAL PERSECUTION. The 
indictment upon its face gives evidence 
of having been "rigged up" by the pros¬ 
ecution (or the purpose of political per¬ 
secutions of Anti-Communists and poli¬ 
tical opponents and critics of the nation¬ 
al Administration. The prosecution sel¬ 
ected Sections 9 and 11 of Title 18 lo in¬ 
vestigate the doings of Anti-Administra¬ 
tion critics, but neglected to investigate 
violations of Section 10 of the same 
Title (18), which covers the subversive 
activities of Communists, it bang known 
and admitted by the Attorney General 
himself in his official report on Harr)" 
Bridges, that Die American Communists 
arc engaged in violating ri»e prohibitions 
ol said Section 10 of Titfc: tH. 

The prosecution thus shows its bias 
against Republicans and Anti-Commun¬ 
ists and in favor of Conynunists and 
ether left-wing favorites ol the New 
Deal Administration. 

Day by day, secrets of the grand jury 
room were published to the world by 
newspaper pets of the prosecution, and 
sometimes over tl-e radio, with the idea 
of prejudicing both the sitting grand 
jury and subsequent members of a petit 
jury. Stories attacking anti-Communist 
papers were published in the "Washing¬ 
ton Post," "Wichita Beacon." etc., un¬ 
der the title of "The Vermin Press" — 
thereby tending to prejudice the Wash¬ 
ington grand jury itself against those 
'anti-administration editors who came 
before the grand jury’s inquisition, and 
who were later to suffer the ignominy 
?nd disgrace of this indictment. 

Judging by these newspaper revela¬ 
tions of the grand jury room, not one 
Communist, New Dealer nor Administra¬ 
tion supporter was ever called before 
this inquisitorial body.

On December 3rd San 
Francisco Hotels were ordered to make a 
15% pay increase to their help, retroac¬ 
tive to last March 15. Remember, rates 
and services have already been frozen, 
although the cost of same as a whole is 
about a third more than previous to the 
war. Do you hotel men still think I am 
an extremist, lacking in expediency and 
diplomacy? You recall I warned you of 
those things when T was secretary-treas¬ 
urer of Charter 61, Hotel Greeters of 
America. You said my ideas were fan¬ 
tastic; hut you are now wearing 3 ball 
and chain, believe it or not. I could go on 
and on, giving instances. 

Now this conspiracy charge is not my 
case, it is your case, the case of John Q 
Public; yet up to date the defendants, at 
least the few that I know of, have stood 
almost alone; sonic of them have spent 
almost six months in jail because the 
people whose battles they were fighting 
deserted them and left them to their 
late.

Yes. the Court 
has appointed an attorney. During the 
live weeks 1 was in the casi I called on 
numerous attorneys, to find out what it 
v.ould cost for a fairly good defense at- 
lorncy; the majority of them quoted 
from $3,000 to $5,000. One attorney in 
Washington said, “Whoever is appointed 
your attorney must dig down into his 
own pockets for at least $J.ooo; that 
means he faces bankruptcy, first because 
thr case will he lengthy, and second, he 
will not have time for any other law 
cases, and third, other clients will be 
afraid to hire him because he is fighting 
the government.’’ And so the consen¬ 
sus of opinion of attorneys is that $5,000 
is a reasonable fee for defending any of 
the defendants. The case is so important 
that it calls for the best legal brains in 
the country, men of the calibre of Sen¬ 
ator Taft, Bainbridge Colby; men who 
arc experts on constitutional law; men 
who demand and expect irom $25,000 to 
$50,000. 

. Out of the meagre contributions we 
have received, we have shared with a 
few that we knew who were less fortun¬ 
ate than ourselves, although we could 
ill afford to help anyone. We have bor¬ 
rowed. and sold off possessions, and so 
wc have gotten by It struck me as 
furniy, as f stood before the Judge in 
court, when I suddenly bethought my¬ 
self of a hole in the scat of my pants, 
almost big enough to put my fist through 
—sabotage by moths while I lay in the 
Los AAgcles jail (The repair crew has 
put a patch on). 1 purchased that suit 
in 1935 or ‘36, for the sum of $25. My 
last overcoat was purchased 15 years 
ago. 

I have before me a letter from a prom¬ 
inent Washington attorney. I quote: 
“Nobody is coming up with any money 
at this end of the line and 1 do not know 
just what in the devil we are going to 
00. It certainly impresses me that the 
American public arc very ungrateful to 
these who are fighting their battle. I 
expect a long and protracted trial.” 

Now each defendant should have not 
less than $5,000 at the back of him when 
he goes into court! Several months' liv¬ 
ing costs in Washington arc apt to prove 
very expensive, anywhere from $500 to 
$1000; traveling expenses (in my C3se 
over 3,000 miles each way); witnesses to 
subpoena from the west coast, who are 
apt to cost $1000 each for God knows 
how long they will be there, and in my 
case approximately a dozen would be 
needed. Then the attorney, even though 
appointed by the court, must have some 
financial support from his client, lest he 
collapse in the middle of the case. I met 
some of these men. They arc living 
from hand iq mouth with no resources; 
how can they carry on a lengthy case 
under these circumstances, without any 
remuneration at all? The government 
pays them nothing. Now I am putting 
it up to you; is it a square deal? Is this 
the way to treat your patriotic defend¬ 
ers? I forgot to say that our postage, 
telephone and telegraph bills are very 
substantial; the last letter we sent you. 
first class mail, cost $30 for postage 
alone The total cost for that letter was 
around $75 besides our own labor. This 
we sent out to sustain your morale, and 
t«i let you know how the fight was prog- 
tcssjng. Many of you had heard the false 
;eports broadcast by Winchel! aud 
though! me still in jail About 800 copies 
were sent to our regular subscribers; 
we printed about 1500, giving the balance 
.ivvay in bundles.

(vi) The plan of the public officials 
irf the United States Government to keep 
war away from America by giving aid 
and support to the nations at war against 
the Axis Powers i* in reality part of a 
scheme deliberately to involve America 
in a foreign w ar;

In examining a number of Bureau reports relative to CharlW— 
B. Hudson in order to determine -whether a new indictment should be 
sought against Hudson for violation of the sedition laws in the 
case of United States v. Winrod, et al. , I have observed references 
to a number of confidential sources. I should like to have you 
inform me as to the identity of these sources and thei r present 
availability as witnesses in case -they may be needed either V>efore 
tOS CTUM Jury or the trial of any case which may result from the 
Grand Jury hearing. The references to confidential sources which 
I should like to have amplified are as follows: 


1. The report of Special Agentat Omaha, Nebraska 
dated April 11, 1942, and captioned "JnarK^B^tudSon, 11 refers, on 
page 2, to a confidential source who disclosed the contents of an 
envelope sent by Hudson to Mrs. Elizabe1h*pilling on Apii^^^941. 
This confidential source is referred to 'by Special Age nt^BBl as 
having been mentioned in a memorandum oflHHB date^April 11, 


2. Special Agent ^m^peport dated April 11, 1942, §!&-

It is an 
illusion for the USA to expect that they (Russia) will be able or willing to also under¬ 
take the burden of the military struggle against Japan. All this chatter about the Sov¬ 
iets giving us bombing bases in Siberia is harmful nonsense." Confirms what AIDJ main¬ 
tained for years - that Red Russia could never be a true ally to USA. 


Another seen in neutral dictator-ruled Portugal donating 10-12-43 the Azores to Brit¬ 
ain &.

Foregoing reminds that John Maynard Keynes, described some years 
ago as "the Englishman who rules America", was in Washington,D.C. again, in Sept. CHICAGO

to provide means by which Britain, when peace returns, is to go on getting goods from us 
year after year without being obliged to pay. Other nations are to be cut in on this 
permanent lend-lease..Since that courageous editorial, Sen.Butler 10-13-43 reports 
that "labels marking canned goods sent to tho British thru lend-lease were soaked off and 
British stamps and markings were put on them".

I iddle'a 10-4-43 announcement that another federal grand Jury would be asked to return a 
*r3r<i indictment againBt an undisclosed number of persons charged with a "nazi conspiracy" 
to violate sedition laws. O.John Rogge, radical asst., iBhandling the case of 33 persons 
including myself. Altho Constitution guarantees a quick trial before a jury of peers in 
jurisdiction where crime, if any, was committed, yet I was indicted in July '42, again 
in Jan.'43, in Washington, not in Omaha as Constitution provides — and no trial as yet. 

In meantime books, magazine and newspaper articles have been written, and radio smears 
nationwide, lying and intimidating, to prejud ice not only the public, but the jury when¬ 
ever the trial materializes. Since many courageous Congressmen are linked with some of 
the indicted, thus marches the attacks on Congress.

We got to prove we're toughor than the Eiu Klux¬ 
ers and tho anti-Semites and the Rod-hunters and the fascists..." 

This leading Communist weekly also praises the Fulbright Resolution recently passed 
in the House, awaiting consideration in Senate now. It editorially glorifies the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Convention at Omaha for its stabbing Congressman Ham.Fish , one of Legion's 
founders, in tho back, (see SAT.EVE.POST 10-9-43, p.53, article re Repr.Al.J.Engel . for 
truth about use of Congressmen's frenks). 

It tells about Office of War Inform , participating (FOR sent his greetings, too) in 
Writers Congress at LosAngeles Oct.1-4, attended by a flock of Pinks, Reds, Jews - com¬ 
mentators, writers, playwrights, etc. Page after page demands a 2nd front in Europe. 

It features article "VICTORY HAS A PRICE” by Earl Browder , who demands that second 
front in western Europe, and on the hone front, "the rigorous suppression of the fifth 
column, the outlawing of racial incitationB such as anti-Semitic and anti-Negro agitation 
..... full planning and control of the national economy." 

Editorially on "Manpower Shortage?", it demands: "...(1) there is an imperative need 
for definite and firm administration leadership; (2) the people's movements, and in part* 
icular organized labor, must bring continual and Increasingly powerful pressure on the 
legislators;.."

MR. RANKIN. Mr. Speaker, the gentleman from 
New York (Mr. Cellar) said a moment ago that they 
ought to seize the farmers’ meat and cattle In order to 
feed the people in New York. Now, if he will send that 
gang of communistic Jews and Negroes that came down 
here day before yesterday and tried io storm the House 
restaurant, and went around here arm in arm with each 
other in this Capitol, if he will Just send them down 
into Texas, or out into the West, or anywhere else in 
the cattle-growing belt, to do the seizing of those cattle, 
they will not have so many people to ieed In New York. 

It is dawning on the American people who is creating 
and promoting this race trouble and these race riots 
throughout the country. 

I want to say to the gentleman from New York (Mr. 
Celler) that when they dig into those race riots in 
Detroit and elsewhere; they will find that the same 
element promoted them, and they will find the same 
element stirring up race trouble here in Washington. 

When those communistic Jews—of whom the decent 
Jews are ashamed—go around here and hug and kiss 
these Negroes, dance with them. Intermarry with them, 
and try to force their way into while restaurants, white 
hotels and white picture shows, they are not deceiving 
any red-blooded American, and. above all. they ait not 
deceiving tne men In our armed forces—as to who is 
at the bottom of all this race trouble. 

The better element of the Jews, and especially the 
old line American Jews throughout the South and West, 
are not only ashamed of. but they are alarmed at, the 
activities of these communistic Jews who are stirring 
this trouble up. 

They have caused the deaths of many good Negroes 
who never would have got into trouble If they had been 
left alone, as well as the deaths of many good white 
people. Including many innocent, unprotected white 
girls, who have been raped and murdered by vicious 
Negroes, who have been encouraged by these alien- 
minded Communists to commit such crimes. 

They are spreading their poisonous doctrine of hate 
among the Negroes and thereby making It impossible 
for them to ltve in peace with the white people around 
them. 


I have before me a letter written by a patriotic Amer¬ 
ican soldier from Detroit, Mich., in which he tells of 
these Communists stirring up trouble among the Ne¬ 
groes In Detroit. He said that one night in August 1942 
he went into "Paradise Valley” and witnessed a big 
Communist turn-out, attended very largely by the Ne¬ 
groes of Detroit. The Communists, he said, set up 
loudspeakers and in a short time a large crowd had 
gathered, and In 10 minutes those Communist agitators 
were spreading their doctrine of hate and revolution 
among those Detroit Negroes. One of these speakers, 
he said, shouted, "The party of the Negro people is the 
Communist Party.” They told them, “If you want to 
le free and happy, you should join the Communist 
Party of Michigan as soon as possible.” They also 
shouted, “If you want good homes, you must fight for 
them." One of the speakers said, "The rich capitalists, 
white people of Detroit have robbed you of the good 
homes and schools that you should rightfully have. 
The Communist Party is your only hope of getting back 
what Is yours.” 

He said the Communist Party sponsored meetings of 
this kind almost every week in Detroit, and had the 
Negroes there stirred up almost to the point of revo¬ 
lution—"after some of these crafty Communist orators 
had finished their outpouring of hate.’’ He said that 
all these meetings were designed “to turn Negroes 
against whites,” and that “This latest bloody outburst 
is just the beginning, if communism Is allowed to con¬ 
tinue its revolutionary program in Detroit and the 
United States of America.” 


This young man says further: ‘"I am preparing to lay 
down my life on a distant battlefield for my country. 
There are millions of us who are now training for war if 
against the Jap and Nazi aggressors.

Republic let us destroy that horrible beast known 
the Communist International.” ^ 

He says in conclusion, "If It is not done now, we will® 
do it when the mess is cleaned up over there.” ^

THURSDAY, JULY 1, 1943 


MR. RANKIN. Mr. Speaker, the gentleman from 
New York (Mr. Cellar) said a moment ago that they 
ought to seize the farmers’ meat and cattle In order to 
feed the people In New York. Now, If he will send that 
gang of communistic Jews and Negroes that came down 
here day before yesterday and tried to storm the House 
restaurant, and went around here arm In arm with each 
other In this Capitol, If he will just send them down 
into Texas, or out into the Wes;, or anywhere else In 
the cattle-growing belt, to do the seizing of those cattle, 
they will not have so many people to leed in New York. 

It is dawning on the American people who Is creating 
and promoting this race trouble and these race riots 
throughout the country. 

I want to say to the gentleman from New York (Mr. 
Celler) that when they dig Into those race riots in 
Detroit and elsewhere, they will find that the sam. 
element promoted them, and they will find the same 
element stirring up race trouble here in Washington. 

When those communistic Jews—of whom the decent 
Jews are ashamed—go around here and hug and kiss 
these Negroes, dance with them, Intermarry with them, 
and try to force their way Into white restaurants, white 
hotels and white picture shows, they are not deceiving 
any red-blooded American, and, above all. they are not 
deceiving the men in our armed forces—us to who Is 
at the bottom of all this race trouble.

One of the speakers said, “The rich capitalists, 
white people of Detroit have robbed you of the good 
homes and schools that you should rightfully have. 
The Communist Party Is your only hope of getting back 
what is yours.” 

He said the Communist Party sponsored meetings of 
this kind almost every week In Detroit, and had the 
Negroes there stirred up almost to the point of revo¬ 
lution—"after some of these crafty Communist orators 
had finished their outpouring of hate." He said that 
all these meetings were designed "to turn Negroes 
against whites," and that "This latest bloody outburst 
is just the beginning, if communism is allowed to con¬ 
tinue its revolutionary program in Detroit and the 
United States of America." 

This young man says further: ’"I am preparing to lay 
down my life on a distant battlefield for my country. 
There are millions of us who are now training for war 
against the Jap and Nazi aggressors. In the came of 
God, in the name of our country, in the name of our 
Republic let us destroy that horrible beast known as 
the Communist International." 

Wp says In conclusion, "Tf It Is not done now. we will 
do it when the mess Is cleaned up over there.” 



The better element of the Jews, and especially the 
old line American Jews throughout the South and West, 
are not only ashamed of, but they are alarmed at, the 
activities of these communistic Jews who are stirring 
this trouble up. 

They have caused the deaths of many good Negroes

I have a "hunch" that it might be well for Cruiser Car officers covering this 
part of the city, if they would be Instructed to drive by cur house, 4327 Grant St., and 
be cn the alert fcr possible criminel attentions, such as the window-smashing and rotten 
egging episodes of 1939 (plus the night-after-night phoned death threats then and in 
1942), wherein two of your officers chased and caught up with a Studebaker sedan contain 
ing two Jewish lads. Public policy, and protection to my wife, in case I am called 
suddenly to Washington, D.C., during the next 30 days, prompt that' suggestion. 


This "hunch" is predicated on a number of things. First, altho the first two 
indictments were thrown out of court for being obvious frame-ups, yet the radical Mr. 
Rogge, assistant to Mr.Eiddle, is now trying to get a 3rd indictment out of a V/ashington 
grand Jury, and the Jewish N.Y.Post 11-9-43 reports he expects to do so by Christmas. 


Second, The Jewish Press 11-26-43, quotes Mm Biddle as calling upon people 
to help the Govt in the work of combatting so-called anti-Jewish activities.

Nove Ceskoslovensko . the paper of Czech Communists 
in London, was quite satisfied with this bombing, and there is some reason for their 
attitude. They know very well that Soviet Russia does not bomb any town in Central 
Europe . This work is reserved for the Western Christian Powers. It is the best way 
of convincing the people that there is no salvation for them outside the Soviets ..."

One of 16 is Wm.H.Meliah of Holy Trinity, 
Brooklyn, who is feature writer for Communist leading weekly NEW MASSES.' Wonder if the 
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good Bishop DeWolfe is aware that the President of Federal Council of Churches, Methodist 
Bishop G.Bromley Oxnam is also a feature writer for Communist press? DeWolfe Bhould ask 
THE NATION ASSOCIATES at 20 Veeey St. ,NewYork 7,NY, for copy of speech Oxnam made 1/2/45 
at MadisonSquareGarden. There Oxnam extolled Communists who illegally were recruited in 
USA, went to Spain in 1937 and participated in Red Axmy slaughter-torture of innocent 
men, women and children, even burning clergy alive! (Recall that leading weekly, THE 
AMERICAN HEBREW toasted then that 1/3 of 100,000 in Inti.Brigades fighting in Spain, were 
Jews from all over the world. Many now in USA & Mexico). Despite such facts, Oxnam ut¬ 
tered such blasphemies as these: "... I desire the severance of all diplomatic relations 
with Franco Spain because I want to keep my faith, in myself and what men are and in 
what we may be.

to find Oxnam writing feature article in leading Comnunist monthly, April SOVIET RUSSIA 
TODAY. Under caption "A CHURCHMAN EVALUATES YALTA", Oxnam reiterates "the agreement 
reached at Yalta is 'applied idealism* of a high order." He makes much of "the Atlan¬ 
tic Charter is referred to specifically three times in the official statement of the 
Crimea Conference. It appears that the fundamental principles of the Atlantic Charter 
are to be regarded as a guide to the United Nations in the SanFrancisco Conference." 

Now Oxnam should know there never was an Atlantic Charter, yet he, like other anti-Christ 
propagandists, acts if there was one. It should be self-evident, even to an over-educat¬ 
ed Bishop, that a conference basing its operations on a lie can get nowhere. 

Bishop DeWolfe should take heart - he is trying to observe Christ's injunction that 
when you find yourself in collaboration with anti-Christs, you should come out from a- 
mong them.

Russian influence in Persia, Turkey or India. 

"Six years later in 1936, after Germany had tuilt up a large and modern navy, a mech¬ 
anized army and a large air^force, and had taken Austria and Czecho-Slovakia; Prime Min-' 
ister Chamberlain met Mr.Hitler in the now famous conference at Godesburg. At this con¬ 
ference Lir.Chamberlain plaintively reminded Mr.Hitler that he had been given the money 
(international banker money) to re-arm Germany, upon Mr.Hitler's definite promise that 
he would then attack Russia. Mr.Hitler replied evasively that he still needed moretime 
for preparation; and that being the best answer Mr,Chamberlain could get, he made his 
sorrowful return to London.

Wherry have pledged themselves, so the newspapers say, to 'support the United Nationh 
Charter as an instrument of peace whether it suits in all its details or not.' Petty 
details, (CBH- see below whether "petty" or not) partisan politics, selfish motives 
are being outlawed this time* Ihat's Statesmanship. The world cannot stand another 
war. Our Senators must make the peace a lasting one, and OURS say they will do their 
part. We can't personally thank the men and women who died in battle. But may God 
help the rest of us if they died in vain! Vie can't personally thank every American who 
fought. But we know our debt to them will be everlasting. We CAN - and do - thank the 
two men who will lead Nebraska in the battle for Permanent Peace. 'We salute Nebraska's 
Senators - Kenneth 'Wherry and Hugh Butler." 

Who signed this large "pressure" ad so very 
subtly worded? Leaders of the^ Natl.Conf.for Christians & Jews, a "tree" planted by old

Sen.Langer reports most crashes keep the causes secret, but in 1 instance, a wing 
of a plane was saved. In that wing there were places for 116 bolts . At the coroner’s 
inquest it was found that 96 . of the bolts never had been put in their places in that 
wing . Four people were killed in that crash at SanDiego. It was just by chance that 
that particular wing was recovered. Inspectors who wculd let a plane go thru inspect¬ 
ion with only 20 bolts out of a required 116, in a wing, surely knew they were condemn¬ 
ing to early death whoever rode in that plane. 

With such sabotage going on when Commmists 

were more or less for the war effort, because Germany was fighting Russia, now that the 
change has been made in the "party line" since Germany's defeat, and with the host of 
present sit-down, slow-down, absenteeism "unauthorized" strikes in certain key indust¬ 
ries effecting the war effort, what must be the inescapable conclusion?

and Tom C. Clark. 

.1, as. the author of this country's most thoroughly documented 
antl-Qommunist book, THE WORLD HOAX, set out in 1936/37 to study 
the whole communist Issue from its profound underlying psychological 
basis. In 1938 my findings were published end plaoed on the book market 
But ell that time the communist stooges of the New Deal regime left 
nothing undone to disseminate the doctrines of Marxism, Leninism and 
Stalinism — in short, Communism was spread in pure Soviet style all 
that time without challenge. 

In 1943, when "peaoe-loTing democratic" Stalin and the hlosoow 
Communists were glorified as our allies, pro-Moscow elements in the 
U. S. considered the time as ripe to use the U. S. Dept, of Justice 
under Francis Biddle to melloioualy propagandize that I and 29 noted 
anti-communist Amerloan citizens had oonspired to "impair the morale 
of the u. S. armed foroes by undermining Democracy". Praotlcally none 
of the 30 accused patriots had even known of eaoh other's exiatenoa. 

On Jan. 3, 1944, a monstrously vicious lndiotment was brought 
against us thirty citizens and from April 17 to December 1, 1944, 
a "Mass Sedition Trial" was staged in true Moscow style in the 
District Court in Washington, D. C. That alnoe than totally discredited 
John Boggs lwho later made o pilgrimage to the Kremlin) acted 
as special Assistant Attorney General for the New Deal regime. Judge 
Edward C. Eicher presided during the 7£ months of the moat vioioua 
smear, until he died of exhaustion. A mistrial was declared and the 
indictments were kept pending, while Oettje John Rogge made trips 
all over the U. S. and Europe to unearth new material for the prose¬ 
cution. His large salary and his equally large expense account might 
even have continued until the present time, had ha not double-oroased 
his boss, the then U. S. Attorney General, Tom C. Clark, who then 
fired Rogge and consigned in July 1946 the whole "sedition" humbug 
to the waste basked, without even bothering to notify the then still 
living 28 defendants. It was by mere chance that an inquiring newsman 
discovered months later that the previously so propagandized "sedition" 
trial had been buried by the Department of Justloe. 

For over a year Tom C. Clark had been dined and wined by the 
misnamed "Anti-Defamation League of B'nal B'rlth" — who had been 
the principal Instigators of this "MasB Sedition Trial" -- in the 
hope that Mr. Clark would bring this case again to trial and win 
a conviction for the glory of the shady elements who had helped him 
oonooct this miscarriage of Justice under war hysteria.

" This is a CHRISTIAN NATION" is an extract from the "Holy Trinity" case decision* w *£ 
by the U.3>Supreme Court , per Justice Brewer, Feb 29, 1892, 143 U.S. 457. The last ~ ,:i 
paragraph of the Constitution reads ; "Done in convention by the. unanimous consen t of 
the States present the 17th Day of September, in the year of OUR LORD ( Jesus Christ ) 

1787, and of the Independence of the USA, the 12th." Benjamin Franklin was the pre¬ 
siding officer and most influential member of the-convention that wrote and adopted 
the first Const itution of State of Pennsylvania, which, among other things, effective¬ 
ly limited citizenship to Ch r istians by requiring profession u nder oath of belief in 
the Trinity and in the divine inspiration of the BIBLE . Upon Ben's death, Jev;ry 
pressured Legislature to lift that ban. ou r Christian Founding Fathers suffered unto 
death as Christ's Disciples.- because of the JeVs - did 1700 years earlier. 

Founding Fathers tried to outlaw Jews . ; Vol 5 of James Madison' s letters devoted 
to exchanges with other Founding Fathers re adoption of our Constitution . Madison to 
Jefferson 10/17/1788 (p 272):".. one of the objections in New England was that the 
Constitution by prohibiting religious tests, opened a door for Jews. Turks & Infid¬ 
els." Madison to Edmund Randolph 10/7/1787 (p 8): It is said that far.S.A dams

(pp 436,7) of Vol 5, for admission only of aliens who would "add to strength and. 
wealth of community." His Bill became law 3/26/1790 providing for admission , only 
" free white aliens of good moral character after residence in USA of 2 years." 

That was intended to outlaw Jews & Turks, for both were considered Asiatics ( not 
whites ). and only Christians were deemed to be of " good moral character ." Jews claim 
Madison owed Haym Solomon, and neither he nor relatives ever paid; and insinuation is

People astonishe it Christ's doctrine: "For He,"'tight them as on£ having 
authority, and nbt as the scribes ." 9:3-4 Scriboe accuse Jesus of blas¬ 
phemy. Pharisees attempted to undermine His disciples:’ "Why eateth'your 
Master with publicans and sinners?" Then John's disciples asked: "Why do 
we and the Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples fast not?" 

"But the Pharisees said: "He (Jesus) casteth out devils through the prince 
of the devils." Note that scribes and Pharisees step up their attacks. 

Names 11 disciples "and Judas Iscariot , who also betrayed him (Jesus)." 

Jesus coaches -and sends the 12 to heal and preach "The Kingdom of heaven is 
at hand" (on earth ), but the 22 must stay away from Gentiles and Samaritans . 
Go first to the " lost sheep of the house of Israel ." (fellow White men). 
Gives disciples more Laws . " Be ye therefore wise as serpents (Jews) and 
harmless as doves." Beware of Jews in synagogues: "But when they deliver 
you up, take no thought how or what ye shall speak: for it shall be given 
you in that same hour what ye shall speak ." I saw that Law operate when 
Jew-headed House Subcommittee " put General Moseley on trial "-at- Washington.

"the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall not be forgiven unto men." 

Jesus condemns Pharisees : "0 generation of vipers. how can ye, being evil , 
speak good things? for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth." Another Lav;: “For by thy words thou shalt be justified, and by thy 
words thou shalt be condemned." 

Scribes and Pharisees ask Jesus for a sign, but He refuses, calls them "an 
evil and adulterous generation" and "this wicked generation." 

Disciples ask Jesus why He speaks to crowds in parables , so, with Jev; lead¬ 
ers seeking to discredit Him, Jesus explains : "Because it is given unto 
you to know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven , but to them (Jews) it 
is not given ... because thqy seeing see not; and hearing they hear not, 
neither do they understand." He didn't want them to understand for they 
might become converted, and then Jesus would have to heal them. 

Parables of sower - Enemy sowed tares among the wheat . but at harvest the 
tares will be gathered first and burned . Jesus explains significance- the 
field is the world, children of the kingdom are good seed, but the tares 
are the children of the wicked one, the enemy sower of the tares is the 
devil , while the sower of the good.seed is Christ . 

At the end of the age, angels shall sever the wicked from among the just, 
and shall cast the wicked into the furnace of fire: amid wailing and gnash¬ 
ing of teeth. 

Jesus sought to teach His nabors in Nazareth, but they prevented Him from 
doing mighty works because of their unbelief, causing J.esus to say: "A 
prophet is not without honor, save in his own country, and in his own house'.' 
John the Baptist beheaded by Herod. The antichrists are closing in for the 
kill. Scribes and Pharisees from Jerusalem question why Christ's disci¬ 
ples don't observe Talmudic "traditions of the elders". Jesus condemns the 
Talmud, and the Scribes and Pharisees as hypocrites . Talmud transgresses 
the commandments of God.

15:22-28 Mixed-briaed woman of Canaan (worshippers of most evil Baal) begs Jesus to 
deliver her daughter of a devil. Jesus ignores her, and disciples want to 
get rid of her. He justifies with very significant statement : "I am not 
sent (by God The Father) but unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel 1 . 1 
(see Chapter 10:6 - same instructions to His disciples. Israelites when 
conquered , many escaped northward and westward, being the Caucasians - the 
Anglo-Saxons, Nordics, Celts that became Europe, and later North America). 
Jesus reminded her of her racial-religious background: "It is not meet to 
take the children's bread, and to cast it to dogs ." Her reply so im¬ 
pressed Jesus that He grantfed her request, because of her faith. Christ 
was not interested in converting Jews and other mixed-breeds, and so in¬ 
structed His disciples to carry out His program. 

Multitude saw the dumb speak, the maimed made whole, the lame to walk, and 
the blind to see - they "glorified the God of Israel " ( not the Jews).

He was net a 
believer in God so was hot acceptable as a deveut Jew...His book, "Das Kapital" 
shewed a brilliant mind but it was colored by hatred of the evils (sluns, exploit¬ 
ation of child and adult labor)ef the the young Industrial Revolution. He 
visualized a better world where the workingman would rule. He thought that the 
capitalists (including many Jews) were so selfish that they would never let the 
working man have a better life, that governments were dominated by capitalists so 
the enly solution was revolution...If he should awaken today and see the Immense 
gains in living standards in the capitalistic couhtthsa where he thought revolts 
inevitaWte, he might well reverse himself. .For the enly countries in the world 
where communism took a hold are those where he thought it would have the great¬ 
est difficulties—the absolutisms like his home country Germany (Hitler's breeding 
ground) and rtussiaii He thought religion covered superstitution and exploitation.

The following references on Charles B. Hudson of Omaha, 
Nebraska, in the main files indicated below reported that these 
individuals and Hudson had actively cooperated with each other to 
carry out a pro-Nazi propaganda campaign designed to impair and 
undermine the loyalty and morale of the military and naval forces 
of the US and other countries. They printed, published and 
distributed printed material, and also organized, supported, used and 
controlled a number of organizations through which they disseminated 
oral and written statements charging, among other things, that 
democracy was decadent and that a National Socialist or Fascist form of 
government should be established in the US. Indictments of these 
individuals and Hudson were returned by a Special Grand Jury in WDC, 
on 7/21/42, 1/4/43 and 1/3/44 for having violated the Peace Time 
Sedition Statute. Hudson was arraigned on 4/17/44, and a plea of 
not guilty entered; Joint trial for all defendants commenced 5/16/44; 
mistrial was declared 12/7/44; dismissal of all indictments granted 
by the court and defendants discharged 12/2/46; and an appeal was 
filed by the Government on 12/6/46. The aforementioned activities 
of Hudson covered the approximate period 4/23/38 to 2/21/51.
